Paris, September 23.—The return 
of Turkey to Europe was assured to- 
night when Great Britain, F.:ance and 
Italy at the final session of the allied 
onference unanimously agreed to 

neede all the nationalist peace} 
terms. The Turkish claims to east- 
ern Thrace; to the Maritza river and 
including the ancient Tu:kish capital 
of Adrianople, were approved as 
peace terme that can be sepported 
by France, Great Britain and Italy 
ina joint invitation sent to Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha, the nationalist leader, 
to a peace conference to be held at 
Venice, at the earliest rossible mates 

The Kemalists must agree in return 
not to enter the present neutral zone 
along the Straits; nor make any cross- 
ing elsewhere,-and must accept com- 
plete freedom of the Dardanelles, the 
Sea of Marmora and. the Bosphorus, 
nreferably under the league of na- 
tions. 

The invitation, which was cabled 
tonight by M. Poincare to Kemal 
Pasha personally, urges an immediate 
meeting of the allies and ‘Turkish and 
Greek generals at Mudania to formu; 
late terms of an armistice pending 
the conference. It is regarded as 
virtually certain that Kemal will ac- 
cept the conditions. 

To Open League Door. 

In addition to other concessions, 
Turkey is promised the support of 
the three allies for admission to the 
league of nations and also withdraw- 
al of the allied troops from Constan- 
tinople as sgon as peace becomes ef- 
fective. 

The allied decision came as a big 
surprise, for as late as noon British 
officiala declared that Great Britain 
would not approve ary of the Turk- 
ish claims in advance of the peace 
conference.

Savannah Plans 
Strong Welcome 


To New Bishop: 


Father Michael to Be First 
Savannah Bishop Conse- 
crated in Georgia. 


Savannah, -Ga., September 23.— 


(Special.)\—Georgia Catholics just 
now. are acutely interested in plans 
for the consecration of the newly ap- 
pointed bishop-designate, the Rev. 
Father Michael J. Keyes, of Marist 
college, Washington city. 

‘Saavnnah Catholics of all parishes 
are uniting in plan for the approaching 
event. While the actual program for 
the ceremony of consecration is not yet 
determined, the fact that it will tuke 
place here in the Cathedral of St, 
John the Baptist on October 185 has 
been settled, and details for the re- 
ception of the bisbop-elect and his 
party were more or less definitely 
planned at a meeting held Friday night 
in the Knights of Columbus hall. 

It is ere able that Archbishop Cur- 
ley, of Baltimore, the successor of Var- 
dinal_ Gibbons, will act as consecrator, 
The hour for the service bas not been 
fixed, but it will begin about 9:30 or 
10 o'clock in the morning and will be 
over about noon. Many visiting 
clergy and members of the Catholie 
laity in other cities of the diocese are 
expected, besides the party that will 
accompany the bisbop-elect from 
Washington and - Baltimore. 

For the first time in the bistory of 
Georgia a bishop of Savannah will be 
consecrated within the confines of the 
state. Only once before bas a Catho- 
lie bishop been consecrated in the 
state, and that was when Father 
Gunn, of Atlanta, was consecrated 
bishop of Natchez, Miss. This cere- 
mony took place in Atlanta. No 
service of similar interest bas ever 
been held in the cathedral here, and 
for this reason the event bas extraor- 
dinary importance for the Vatholica of 
this city as well as of the diocese. 
The committee in charge of arrange- 
ments, therefore, is planning on a 
large scale for the entertainment of 
the bishop-elect and his party and for 
their welcome to Savannab. 

Arrangements thus far made were 
announced by M. A. O’Bryne, chaitr- 
man of the ways and means commit- 
tee, with whom are serving J. J. Haw 
erty, of Atlanta; Captain P. H. Rice, 
of Augusta; E. H. Sheridan.sof Ma- 
con, and J. G. Brosnan, of Balti- 
more, 

It is hoped to send a private car to 
Baltimore to bring the cg fo ne 
and bis party to Savannah. Father 
Mitchell and L. A. Downs, of the gen- 
eral committee, will go on to meet 
Bishop Keyes, Archbishop Curley and 
otbers of the party and will accom- 
pany them to Savannab, They will 
probably arrive here over the Atlantic 
Coast Line Tuesday morning, Uc- 
tober 17, the day before the ceremony 
of consecration. 

Approval was given at the meeting 
to Mr, O’Bryne’s suggestion that al) 
the children and students of the Cath- 
olic schools of the city should meet 
Bishop Keyes on his arrival, The 
Benedictine cadets will be asked to 
march at the head of the procession, 
followed by the boys of the Marist 
Brothers’ school, the girls of St. Vin- 
cent’s and the children of the Sacred 
Heart school. 

Instead of a banquet which was 
at first thought of, it was decided 
last night that this would be imprac- 
ticable and that it would be better 
to have a reception at the De Soto 
in the afternoon of October 18, about 
5 o'clock, at which time addresses of 
welcome and response could be made 
and at which it would be possible to 
include all the Catholics of Savannah, 
To this reception the official bodies 
of the city and county will be in- 
vited. 
Leo Morrissey was appointed chair- 
man of the reception committee, 
which will be composed of represent- 
atives of various organizations in the 
several parishes of Savannah. The 
program committee is composed of 
Father Foley, of the cathedral, M. A. 
O’Bryne, W. A. Rooks, J Pow- 
ers, Joseph McCarthy and ©, C. Cam- 
bridge. The publicity committee is 
composed of Father Mitchell, J. J. 
Powers and John Robertson. 

One of the most difficult matters 
facing the committee is the seating 
question. It is believed that in order 
to handle the seats satisfactorily it 
will be necessary to issue tickets. 

Father Mitehe!] finally settled the

Tasmanian Expert 
Here Investigating 
Electrical Methods 


Commissioned by his government to 
study hydro-electric production and 
transmission in this country, D. H. 
Harvey, of Hobart, Tasmania, only 
8,500 miles away, off the southeast- 
ern coast of Australia, is now in 
Atlanta, as headquarters for his resi- 
dence inspection of the lines and plants 
of the Georgia Railway and Power 
company. chosen for his investiga- 
tions into American methods. 

Mr. Harvey, who is accompanied by 
his wife, was something like five 
weeks reaching Atlanta from the land 
of Uncle Bim Gump and kangarvos, 
and although he confesses that he bas 
never made the personal acquaint- 
ance of Andy’s uncle, avers that he 
has heard a lot of him since bis ar- 
rival in this country. Everybody, he 
says, seems inclined to ask about the 
opulent gentleman’s health. 

The Tasmanian government is plan- 
ning to go into the business of bydro- 
electric development on a large scale 
and Mr. Harvev has been sent to 
study modern American methods. One 
feature in particular which brought 
him to the Georgia company for his 
study, after his long jaunt, is the “hot 
wire” method of repairs and changes 
in vogue in the local company. 

T. F. Johnson. assistant operating 
manage? of the Georgia Railway and 
Lower company, is the inventor of the 
first method known to the industry, 
whereby repairs and changes can he 
made on high-tension live-wires with- 
vut cutting off the deadly flow of 
power that courses through them, The 
special set of tools and methods origi- 
nated by Mr. Johnson have already 
found widespread usage in the coun- 
try, and their fame has spread abroad.

Installation Provides Easy 
Method of Determining 
What Is Happening in 
Receiver, Transmitter. 


An automobile could get along 
without a speedometer, pressure 
gauge, or battery meter, but it would 


(be a mighty worrisome job to own 


a machine. Like- 
wise with a radio set it could be 
composed of just the essentials, but 
pleasure of pperation 
lost if everything had to 
be guessed at, and so it would be 
were it not for meters, the little 
measuring instruments that tell us 
exactly what is going on in the elec- 
trical circuits. 

Various fundamental principles of 
| electricity and physics are brought 
in the making of meters. 
'Magnetie action and heat effects are 
the two principal types used on 
radio apparatus. 

The instuments depending upon 
heat for registration of current fall 
under two general headings—name 
ly, hot wire instruments and ther- 


‘or operate such 


mo-couples with magnetic meters at 


tached. The hot wire instruments 
depend upon the expansion and con- 
traction of, a wire which is. heated 
by the current flowing throught it. 
As it expands and contracts it caus- 
es a needle to move over a ¢calibrat- 
ed scale. This type of instrument 
gets its name from the hot wire ele- 
ment. 
Thermo-Couple Meters. 

Thermo-couple meters are not hot 
wire instruments although they de- 
pend upon heat for their operation. 
Certain metals if clamped together 
will generate an electro-couple force 
if heated. In  thermo-couple_ units 
the current is generated by the heat 
| flowing through the two metals, and 
this current is in turn measured by | 
an electro-magnetic type of meter. 

Both of the above types of meters

To read direct and low-frequency 
alternating curfent the magnetic ef- 
fect is utilized. Meters of this type 
are of various designs. The most 
common are the permanent magnet, 
coil type, and the station- 
ary coil, moving irun vane type. The 
needle is forced over the scale by 
the mutual attraction and repulsion 
jbetween the magnet and the coil in 
the first type and between the coil 
and the iron vane in the _ second 
type. This attraction and repulsion 
is due to the well-known principle— 
like poles repel and unlike poles at- 
tract.

Volts and Amperes. 


Mechanically voltmeters and am- 
meters are nearly the same, but elec- 
trically they are made, connected, 
and used differently. Ammeters are 
always connected in series with the 
line and voltmeters are always ‘on- 
nected across or in shunt. A _ volt- 
meter would not be damaged were 
it connected in place. of an ammeter, 
but an ammeter would immediately 
burn out were it connecter across the 
line as a voltmeter would be. This 
is because a voltmeter is wound 
with fine wire and to a high resist- 
ance. This resistance *may be as 
high as 15,000 ohms for a 150-volt in- 
stument. An ammeter is wound 
with heavy wire and is of low re- 
|sistance. An ammeter is also usu- 
ally provided with large binding 
posts, and this is one of the distinc- 
tive signs on an ammeter. The watt- 
meter gives the product of volts and 
amperes automatically allowing for 
losses due to the kind of current 


A watmeter has four binding posts,

To Have Review Lesson, 


After today Mr. Shropshire for 
each Sunday’s Constitution will pre- 
pare an article ‘on code reception, in 
which -he will review the lessons to 
date and offer suggestions to his 
“class” on how best to learn the code.

BY RADIO LATEST 
TRICK OF WGI

SHARP-TUNING SE 


AID IN RECEPTION, 


Only Way to Rid Air of 
Interference Is to Learn 


Characteristics of Your 
Receiver. 


There are sets now flooding the 
market that are almost impossible to 
tune sharply. But whatever sort or 


an outfit you have, an understanding | 


of its tuning characteristics will bring 
you better results, both in the reduc- 
tion of interference and the signal 
strength. 

With the crystal set using a single 
slide tuner as the sole tuning eie- 
ment, you, of course, have no choice 
of adjusting, but can simply move the 
slider until the greatest intensity of 
sound is obtained. Interference will 
probably have to be tolerated, as with 
this set it will almost be impossible 
to prevent. 

A two-slide tuning coil offers a 
greater latitude of adjustment and 
therefore greater selectivity. It acts 
somewhat in the manner of a two- 
circuit or loose-coupler receiver with | 
close soupling. The derial slider 
should first be adjusted until signals 
are heard. The movement should be 
in the vicinity of the active end of 
the coil, or the end connected to the | 
ground. When signals are heard, ' 
move the other slider until they are} 
brought in loudest.

‘The cireuits are 
brought into resonance, after signals 
are heard, by adjusting the second- 
ary switch. Louder signals may 
sometimes be obtained by then read- 
| justing the primary. Interfering sig- 
inals and static may be reduced by 
lessening the degree of coupling. 

For short wave sets using vacuum 
tube gletectors, the regenerative houk- 
up has proven the best. The tuning 
elements in such a circuit consist of 
a vario-coupler, a grid variometer, 2 
plate variometer and sometimes a ser- 
es condenser in the ferial circuit. 

Ticht coupling should be used in 
the vario-coupler. Adjust the pri- 
mary switch: next rotate the knob or 
the grid variometer until a “squeal” 
or a “howl” is heard, Another 
“squeal” will be heard a short dis- 
tance past the point. Between thege 
two points will be found a point of 
resonance at which incoming signals 
will be heard. The plate variometer 
should next be adjusted until signals 
;are loudest. It will be found that

Washington, September 23. — (By 
Constitution Leased Wire).—The cap- 
ital today finds itself no longer the 
center of political activity of the coun- 
try. Following the adSournment of 
congress yesterday three-fourths of 
the nation’s legislators are scurrying 
home to take charge of the local cam- 
paigns culmmating in the national 
election in November. 

Statements issued concurrently yes- 
terday by Chairman Cordell Hull, of 
the democratic national . committee, 
and Chairman John T. Adams, of the 
republican national committee, are 
considered the opening guns of the 
fight that will ensue for the control 
of the next house. Issues have al- 
ready been more or less sharply de- 
fined, and the chief funetioning of 
respective party leaders from now on 
will consist in bringing those issues 
directly before the people. 

Clearly, the republicans are on the 
defensive. The general record of con- 
gress, noteworthy for its absolute lack 
of constructive leadership, and its fail- 
ure to lower the burdens of the masses, 
has been responsible for this -posi- 
tion. It is further enhanced by the 
gradual realization of the public that 
republican campaign promises of 1920 
to restore the country to normalcy 
were no more than what they purport- 
ed to be—campaign promises. Having 
not been filled, they still are. 
| Democrats Optimistic. 

Democratic leaders hold an optimis- 
tic view of their chances to capture 
the next house, which — republican 
leaders concede will lose much of its 
present aspect. While claims wary 
anywhere from a reduced republican 
control of 50 members to a democrat- 
ic majority, conservative observers 
believe democrats have an excellent 
chance to come out on top. The re- 
publican majority in the house at 
present is 167. What the outceme 


will be, however, depends largely on 
developments between now and No- 


vember. 

There seems to be one thing that 
is certain: 
November «election ‘will disclose no 
teace of the 7,000,000 republican ma- 
icrity recorded in 1920. It is just a 
question of how far the reaction will 
eo: 

Resentment Diverted. 

Had the elections been held two 
months ago there would have been 
ro doubt about the results. At that 
time the country showed signs of 
more widespread discontent over the 
course of the Harding administration 
than has been found in recent years. 
Popular resentment against Mr. Hard- 
ing has been somewhat diverted of 
late because of his stand on the bonus 
and strike situation, although his 
course made enemies for him in both 
cases.

The publication ‘by The Constitution of the 
' memoirs of the’ Kaiser is a journalistic event which 
~ cannot fail to be of genuine interest and real 
. Value. to its, readers.. For whatever may be one’s 
attitude toward the Kaiser, the sincerity of his 
opinions, and the historic truth of his statements, 
there can be no doubt of the very great impor- 
tance of these intimate personal and political re- 
lations of a man who for so long played so strik- 
ing and vital a part in world affairs. The 
erroneous opimions of some men are at times 
more significant m the world’s history than the 
sound j t of others. And the intimate de- 
tails of the life of such a man as William of 
Hohenzollern challenges at once the interest of 
a world so changed by his actions.’ 

With a wealth of detail and a liveliness of 
treatment, William, in his memoirs, sketches the 
history of Germany and of Germany’s relations 
with other powers from the time of his: accession 
to the throne to the close of the peace congress. 
The breach with Bismarck, the significant charge 
that the iron chancellor’s absorption in mid-Euro- 
pean politics resulted in a failure properly to

was always entirely independent of the Kaiser in 
diplomatic affairs), the purchase of Heligoland, 
the Moroccan crises, the Krueger telegram, the 
big naval program, the seizure of Tsing-Tao, the 
policy of ‘‘encirclement,” the famous interview in 
The London Daily Telegraph of October 28, 
1908, and the great war itself, all are fascinatingly 
discussed and fitting! ly embroidered by one of the 
principal actors. 


The chapter in which the Kaiser discusses the 
Supposed agreement between England, France and 
the United States against Pan-Germanism in 1897, 
an agreement which the Kaiser calls the real germ 
of the great war, will prove to be of unusual 
interest to American readers. It is very diverting, 
to say the least, to read that these powers pro- 
moted the murder of the Austrian crown prince at 
Sarajevo in order to find a cause for war, and that 
the movement of events at that time almost caught 
William and his army napping! 

Allin all, The Constitution is to be congratulated 
on securing so interesting and important a docu- 
ment for publication, and the daily chapters: will 
probably seem to be all too short as they are read.

I, 
BISMARCK. 


Prince Bismarck’s greatness as a statesman and his imper- 
ishable services to Prussia and Germany are historical facts of 
such tremendous significance that there is doubtless no man in 
existence, whatever his party affiliations, who would dare to 
place them in question, For this very reason alone it is stupid 
to accuse me of not having recognized the greatness of Prince 
Bismarck. The opposite is the truth. I revered and idolized 
him. Nor could it be otherwise. [ft should be borne in mind 
with what generation I grew up—the generation of the devotees 
of Bismarck. He was the creator of the German empire, the 
paladin of my grandfather, and all of us considered him the 
greatest statesman of his day and were proud that he was a 
German. Bismarck was the idol in my temple, whom | wor- 
shipped. 

But monarchs also are human beings of flesh and blood, 
hence they, too, are exposed to the influences emanating from 
the conduct of others; therefore, looking at the matter from 
a human point of view, one will understand how Prince Bis- 


formed quarters. today. The ceremony , 


marck, by his fight against me, himself destroyed, with heavy > 
blows, the idol of which I have spoken. But my reverence for 
Bismarck, the great statesman, remained unaltered. 

While I was still Prince of Prussia | often thought to my- 
self; “I hope that the great chancellor will live for many 
years yet, gince | should be safe if 1 could govern with him.” 
| But my reverence for the great statesman was not such as te 
| make me take upon my own shoulders, when I became em- 
| peror, political plans or actions of the prince which I considered 
mistakes. Even the congress of Berlin in 1878 was, to my 
way of thinking, a mistake, likewise the ‘“‘Kulturkampf.”’ More- 
over, the constitution of the empire was drawn up so as to fit 
in with Bismarck’s extraordinary preponderance as a statesman: 
the big cuirassier boots did not fit every young man. 

Then came the labor protective legislation. 1 most deeply 
| deplored the dispute which grew out of this, but, at that time, 
it was necessary for me to take the road to compromise, which 
has generally been my road both in domestic and foreign politics. 
For this reason | could not wage the open warfare against the* 
social democrats which the prince desired. Nevertheless, this 
quarrel about political measures cannot lessen my admiration 
for the greatness of Bismarck as a statesman; he remains the 
creator of the German empire; and surely no one man need 
have done more for his country than that. 

Owing to the fact that the great matter of unifying the 
empire was always before my eyes, I did not allow myself to 
be influenced by the agitations which were the commonplaces of 
those days. In like manner, the fact that Bismarck was called 
the majordomo of the Hohenzollerns could not shake my trust 
in the prince, although he, perhaps, had thoughts of a political 
tradition for his famgly.

There new 
officers were carefully developed 
and trained to independent thinking 
and action, in accordance with ap- 
proved principles, and by dint of 
preserving old traditions and taking 
into account all that modern times 
had taught. At the foreign office 
there were only executive instru- 
ments of a will, who were not in- 
formed as to the important inter- 
relationship of the questions turned 
over to them for treatment, and 
could not, therefore, collaborate in- 
dependently. The prince loomed up 
like a huge block of granite in a 
meadow; were he to be dragged 
away, what would be found beneath 
would be mostly worms and dead 
roots. 

1 won the confidence of the 
prince, who consulted me about 
many things. For instance, when 
the prince brought about the first 
German colonial acquisitions (Gross 
and Klein Popo, Togo, etc.), I in- 
formed him, at his wish, concern-

Later on | spoke often with the

Prince Bismarck did not realize 
that, through the acquisition of colo- 
nies for Germany, he would be obliged 
to look beyond Europe and be auto- 
matically forced to act, politically, on 
a large scale—with England especial- 
ly. England, to be sure, was one of 
the five balls in his diplomatic-states- 
manly game, but she was merely one 
of the five, and he did not grant her 
the special importance which was her 
due. 

For this reason it that the 
foreign office likewise was involved 
entirely in the continental interplay 
of politics, had not the requisite in- 
terest in colonies, navy or England, 
and possessed no experience in world 
politics. The English psychology and 
mentality, as shown in the pursuit— 
constant, though concealed by all sorts 
of little cloaks—of world hegemony, 
was to the German foreign office a 
book sealed with seven seals.

Once Prince Bismarck remarked to 
me that his main object was not to 
let Russia and England come to an 
understanding. I took the liberty of 
observing that the opportunity to 
postpone such an understanding for a 
long time lay ready to hand in 1877- 
1878, when the Russians might have 
been allowed to occupy Constantino- 
ple—had this been done, the English 
fleet would bave sailed in without

Prince Bismarck did not agree with 
this judgment of “his’’ congress, con- 
cerning the results of which he, as 
the “honest broker,” was so proud;

Despite @onsideratie difJerenees ‘n 
ou™ opinions, Vrince Bisu.arck re- 
mained friendly and kindly disposed 
to me, and, despite the great differ- 
ence in our age, a pleasant relation- 
ship grew up between us, since I, in 
common with all those of my genera- 
tion, was an ardent admirer of the 
prince and had won his trust by my 
zeal and frankness—nor have I ever 
betrayed that trust. 

During the time of my assignment 
at the foreign office, Privy Councilor 
Raschdau, among others, discoursed 
with me on commercial policy, colon- 
ies, etc. In these matters, even at 
that early date, my attention was 
called to our dependence upon Eng- 
land, due to the fact that we had no 
navy and that Heligoland was in Eng- 
lish hands, To be sure, there was a 
project to extend our colonial posses- 
sions under the pressure of necessity, 
but all this could happen only with 
England's permission. This was a seri- 
ous matter, and certainly an unworthy 
position for Germany.

He could be a 
very gay companion and knew how 
to assemble interesting men around 
his table, partly from the foreign of- 
fice, partly from other circles. How- 
ever, true friendship never ripened 
between ts two. This was shewn par- 
ticularly when. the count asked to go 
a’ the same time that his father re- 
tired. My request that he stay by 
me and help me to maintain tradi- 
tion in our political policy elicited the 
sharp reply that he bed-become ac- 
customed to réport to his father and 
serve him, wherefore it was out of 
the qhestion to demand that he come, 
with his dispatch-case under his arm, 
tc report to anybody else than his 
father. | 

When Czar Nicholas II., he who 
has been murdered, came of age,” I 
was assigned, at the instigation of 
Prince Bismarck, to confer upon. tke 
hejr-apparent at St. Petersburg the 
Order of the Black Eagle. Both the 
emperot and Prince Bismarck  in- 
structed me concerning the relation- 
ship of. the two countries and the 
two reigning dynasties with each oth- 
er, a8 well as coucerning customs, 
personages, etc. The emperor remark- 
ed in conclusion that he would give 
his, grandson the same, piece of ad- 
vice that was given him, on the occa- 
sion of his first visit as a young 
Iman to Russia, by Count Adlerberg, 
viz.: “In general, there as well as 
elsewhere, people prefer praise to 
criticism.’ Prince Bismarck closed 
his remarks with these words: “In 
the east, all those who wear their 
shirts outside their trousers are de- 
cent people, but as soon as they tuck 
their shirts inside their trousers and 
hang a medal around their necks, they 
become pig-dogs.”’ 

From St. Petersburg I repeatedly 
reported to my grandfather and to 
Prince Bismarck, Naturally, I de- 
scribed, to the best of my knowledge, 
the impressions which I got. I no- 
ticed especially that the old Russo- 
Prussian relations and sentiments had 
cooled to a marked extent and were 
no longer such as the emperor and 
Prince Bismarck in their talks with 
me had assumed. After my return, 
both my grandfather and the prince 
praised me'for my plain, clear report, 
which was all the pleasanter for me 
since [ was oppressed by the feeling 
that, in a number of things, I had 
been forced to disillusion these high

To Offer Dardanelles 
To Russia. 


In 1886, at the end of August and 
beginning of September, after the last 
meeting at Gastein of Emperor Wil- 
liam the Great and Prince Bismarck 
with Kmperor Franz Josef, where I 
also was present at the command of 
my grandfather, | was commissioned 
to report personally to Czar Alexan- 
der ILI concerning the decisions made | 
there and to take up with him the 
questions relating to the Mediterra- 
nean and Turkey. Prince Bismarck 
gave me his instructions, sanctioned 
by Emperor William; they dealt most 
especially with Russia’s desire to reach 
Constantinople, to which the prince, 
meant to raise no obstacles. On the 
contrary, I received direct instrue- 
tions to offer Russia ('onstantinople 
and the Dardanelles—(in ether words 
San Stefano and the Berlin treaty 
had been dropped!) There was a plan 
to persuade Turkey in a friendly way 
that an understanding with Russia 
was desirable for her alsu. 

The czar received me cordially at 
Brest-Litovsk and I was present there 
at reviews of troops and fortress and 
defensive manveuvres, which, even 
then, unquestionably bore an anti- 
German look. 

To sum up my conversations with 
the czar, the following remark by 
him is of importance: “If 1 wish to 
have Constantinaple, I shall take it 
whenever I feel like it, without need 
of permission or approval from Prince | 
Bismarck.” After this rude _ refusal | 
of the Bismarck offer of Constanti- 
nople, | looked upon my mission as a 
failure and made my report to the 
prince accordingly. 

When the prince decided to make 
his offer to the czar, he must have 
altered his politica: conceptions which 
had led to San Stefano and the con- 
gress of Berlin: or else, on account 
of the development of the general po- 
litical situation in Europe, he consid- 
ered that the moment had come for 
shuffling the political ¢ rds in another 
Way, or, as my grandfather put it, 
to “juggle” differentiy. Only a man 
of the world importance and diplo- 
matic ability of Prince Bismarck 
could embark on such a_ course. 
Whether the prince had planned his 
big politival game with Russia in 
such a way that he might, first, by 
means of the congress of Berlin, pre- 
vent a general war and cajole Eng- 
land, and then, after having thus 
hindered Russia's eastern aspirations, 
cater to these aspiration later, by a 
stroke of genuis, in an even more 
striking manner, it is impossible for 
me to say—Prince Bismarck fever 
told anyone about his great political 
projects. 

If the above is true, Birmarck, 
trusting absolutely to his statesman- 
like skill, ‘must have reckoned upon 
bringing Gerimany all the more into 
Russian favor because Russian aspi- 
rations were brought to fulfillment by 
Germany alone—and that at a mo- 
mefit when the general European po- 
litical situation was less strained than 
in 1877-1878 In this case, nobody 
except Prince Bismarck could have 
played the tremendous game to a suc- 
cessful end.

In 1890, at th: Narva manoeuvres, 


I was obliged to describe minutely to 
the czar the retirement of Prince 
Bismarck. The czar listened very 
attentively. When I had finished, the 
usually very coo! and reserved sover- 
eign, who seldom spoke about politics, 
spontaneously seized my hand, thank- 


ed! me for this tohen of my confidence, 
regretted that I had been brought into 
such a situation and added, in :exact- 
I~ these words: “Je contprends’ par 
faitement ta ligne d'action; le prince 
avec toute sa grandeur ‘n’‘etait “apres 
tout rein d’autre que ton employe 
ou fonctionnaire.

In any evyentfi the czar remained 


true to his word up to the day of 
his death. This, to be sure, did little 


to change Russia’ general policy, but 
Germany, at least, was safe from an 


attack from that quarter. The 
straightforward character of Alexan- 


der III. guaranteed this—it became 
: herwise under his weak son. 


Whatever one’s attitude may be 
toward Bismirck’s Russian policy, 
one thing must be acknowledged: the 
prince, despite the Congress of Ber- 
lin and the rapprochement of France 
to Russia, was able to avoid serious 
friction. That is equivalent to sey- 
ing that, reckoning from the time .of 
the Berlin Congress, he p'ggsd a su-

Club women are urged by the reso- 
lutions committee, which includes Mrs.

James, to take 
note in time for the Athens meeting 
of these rules, which are as follows: 
- 1. Resolutions must have hearing 
on.subjects considered a part of the 
interests of the federation. 

Resolutions must be typewrit- 
ten, Denicee signature of person pre- 
senting them. Two copies must be 
madé. one for the recording secretary, 
and one for the resolutions committee. 

‘3. No «esolution may be offered 
whieh bas not the endorsement of a 
federated club, a committee or depart- 
ment of the state federation.

7. To form forestry clubs. The 
best method of doing so to be de- 
termined by the count© chairmen.

Dr. Crandall believes that the motion picture ranks as a valuable edu- 
cational tool, but that careful usage myst be exercised. While he points 
the value of visual education, he empWasizes also the danger of allowing 
the novelty of the use of motion pictures to run away with the iudgment 
of those who control the curriculum. 

“A child’s mind is naturally preoccupied,” said Dr. Crandall. “One 
cannot force those preoccupations out, yet they can be réplaced with 
something entertaining to the child.” It, therefore, behooves the teacher | 
to use clear and decisive judgment in order to select an educational film 
which should deal exclusively with one subject, and only one phase of | 
that subject. 

The use of motion pictures in education is practically in its infancy, | 
but the best service will come out of the motion pictures if they are in-' 
troduced thoughtfully, lest, through overdoing the thing, extremists | 
against it may swing the pendulum back, with the common reproach that | 
visual education is.a frill. 

Visual education does not necessarily mean to imply the sole use ect

Taylor charged in his cross bill that 
his wife failed to attend her house- 
hold duties, and although he conduct- 
ed himself a# a good and faithful hus- 
band, he couid no induce her to re- 
main at home and cease to pay atten- 
tions to other men, particularly W. 
R. Miller, with whom, Taylor stated, 
she became infatuated in the summer 
of 1921. 


According to the cross bill, Taylor 
warned his wife to quit going out 
with Miller, but declares that his wife 
told him she would continue to go 
ou’ with whom she chose. 

Mrs. Taylor, it is alleged, repre- 
sented herself to be Miller’s wife 
when they called at the home of one 
of Miller’s friends shortly before she 
was married the secund time on Feb- 
ruary 16, 1922. 

Taylor refuted the charges that he 

had ever treated his wife in a cruel 
manner, but admitted that he did 
abandon her when her conduct be- 
came unbearable, and went to Louisi- 
ana to accept a position, stating he 
knew nothing of the “second mar- 
tog, if until he returned to Atlanta 
in May 1922. 
He charged that his wife was re- 
sponsible for him losing his job in At- 
lanta because his domestic. affair 
weighed upon him and made him 
wholly unfit to perform his duties 
properly. 

In his cross bill, he made no refer- 
ence to the recent trial of his wife 
on a charge of bigamy, nor did he 
mention the statement made by his 
wife to the effect that she married 
because she thonght him dead. 

J. Walter LeCraw, who with Hugn 
Howell, is representing Taylor in ‘the | 
civil action, says it is not known 
when Mrs. Taylor’s criminal case wil! 
be called for trial. He added that the 
divorce actions will be tried by a 
jury, and that fou. verdicts can be 
returned. A divorce can be granted 
or denied either of them, or both, it 
is said.

IN ASPHALT PAVING 


That highway engineers of south- 
ern states and street engineers of 


southern cities are using a larger pro-| 


portion of asphalt paving in various 
forms was brought out in the report 
of the southern branch of the Asphalt 
association issued Saturday following 
the meeting of the association in At- 
lanta for several days. ’ 

“Information gathered at the Atlan- 
ta convention showed that more than 
8,000,000 square yards of asphalt pav- 
ing has been laid in North and South 
Carolina and Florida,” reported James 
R. Valk, manager of the southern dis- 
trict of the Asphalt association. 
“North Carolina alone laid more than 
6,000,000 square yards, and South 
Carolina, which has not had the ad- 
vantage of a bond issue, put down 
about 2,000,000 square yards. 

“Outside of the cities, Georgia has 
laid comparatively littl asphalt road- 
way this year, bu* inquiries indicate 
that this type of paving is receiving 
a great deal of interest. We look for 
a substantial increase in use of as- 
phalt | in highway construction next 
year. 

The convention of asphalt company 
representatives, contractors and high- 
way officials held is. Atlanta in the 
past week was such a pronounced 
success that it was determined to hold 
similar meetings twice a year, the 
next one to be ir February, in either 
Nashville, Tenn., or Columbia, S. C.

A really funda- 
mental solution of the present busi- 
ness problems, he believes, must in- 
volve aiding Europe to get back upon 
her feet and to resume her place. 


Many Mistaken. 


Misied by the false economic phi- 
losophy that only gold is weaith and 
that a country grows rich by always 
selling and never buying a great many 
people, Mr. Anderson says, are mis- 
in their views that America 
grew rich as a censequence of the 
great war, “It is true,” he says, “we 
sacrificed luxuries and even comforts. 
We tightened our belts in order to 
send a great flow of goods and serv- 
ice to Europe. 

“We ceased expansion and we neg- 
lected maintenance of our public utili- 
ties, our railroads, our highways and 
the like. We so greatly reduced our 
building of houses that an appalling 
housing shortage appeared in virtual- 
ly all growing cities. Instead of con- 
suming and enjoying the products of 
our labor we sent them to Europe. 

Promises to Pay. 

“In return for the goods we sent 
Europe we got chiefly promises to 
pay, promises which have not yet 

een fulfilled and promises which 
with present tendencies in Europe 
are in considerable part unlikely to 
be fulfilled, European governments 
owe our government about $11,000.- 


000,000. arope owes American in- 
vestors not less than $2,000.000,000,

Mr. Morris stated, “and should Eng- 
land start an aggressive campaign 
against Turkey, the dissolution would 
be complete.” 

Continuing, Mr. Morris asserted 
that in his opinion England would 
_ seize Constantinople regardless of the 

upheavaP that might result, if Brit- 
ish statesmen were sure that Ameri- 
can dollars would come to their res 


cue. ' 

“Both France and Italy,” he said, 
“fear a coalition of Turkey, ny 
and Russia, but are loath to plun 
themselves into another conflict 
view of their financial] condition. 

“Germany would welcome such a 
situation as a means of evading the 
payment of her war debts under the 
terms of the Versailles treaty.” 

Mr. Morris was accompanied. on 
the European tour by his two daugh- 
ters, Misses Mary and Helen. 

Commenting on the economic and 
social a he stated that Amer- 
icans were in fhe minority among the 
European spenders, and the continent 
is in the midst of a spending orgy. 

The cotton mills in the British Isles 
have resumed spinning, he said, which 
means prosperity for the south. 

He stated that there is more pov- 
erty and hard times in the United 
States than in Europe, regardless of 
propaganda to the contrary.

He might have stopped there, 
leaving an opening for the assump- 
tion that he meant the need of which 
he spoke existed elsewhere than in 
Kansas, and that his inference ap- 
plied to others than Americans. 


He did not stop there, however, 
but continued: 

“I am not speaking here of the 
aliens who come from other coun- 
tries, nor of the red radicals who are 
among us. I am speaking of the 
lack of respect for law and gevern- 
ment in the hearts of Americaus and 
Kansans. It is the man who says, 
JT am an American citizen,’ and then 
anaps his fingers at American law, 
that is the real menace to American 
government.” 

That is the sort of doctrine this 
republican chieftain substituted for 
the customary eficomiums and plati- 
trdes; and it is the sort of doctrine 
that ought to be preached through- 
out the length and breadth of this 
land!

THE STRIKE MANIA. 

This would not be America with- 
out its industrial strike. The mania, 
justifiable or not, grows and spreads. | 
in the process of restoration to nor- 
mal conditions, it would seem almost 
every industry must have its turn. 

Just now, and at a time when 
peace has come in the real big indus- 
trial disputes, the pottery workers, 
numbering some 7,000 in six states, 
are planning to walk out on Septem- 
ber 30, Because of the refusal of 
the operators to grant demands for 
increased wages. It is the time for 
the signing of new contracts, and 
the workmen are asking more favor- 
able terms, particularly as to wages. 

With the coal strike, the railroad 
strike and even the textile strike, 
the public was deeply concerned. 
These meant the serious scarcity of 
living essentials—fuel, transporta- 
tion and clothing—and, in fact, of 
practically everything dependent 
upon transportation for dstribution 
to the consumer. It was gatural, 
therefore, that the people should 
demand some speedy settlement of 
disputes which threatened their 
very existence. It was largely 
through a well defined and deter- 
mined public sentiment, that settle- 
ment of these strikes came as early 
as it did. 

With the strike of the pottery 
workers, of some proportions itself, 
the public will probably have little 
concern. Much will not be heard 
about it. Meritorious or not, its 
only evil effect, so far as the people 
are concerned, will be in the exam- 
ple set workers in other lines who 
may be encouraged to try their luck 
in a walkout. 

Urns and vases are things of 
beauty; but if it were a question of 
necessity, they would not stand a 
chance with a ton of coal or a cot- 
ton union suit. Dinner plates.and 
coffee cups are somewhat more in 
the category of essentials; but given 
a good cook, even the gourmet ntay 
shut his eyes and dine with equal 
enjoyment from a plate of aluminum 
or tin. tr, 

it will be a long time before all 
the china plates and cups and sau- 
cers are broken, or the consumer 
craves inordinately another pot or 
vase or urn. Have the pottery 
workers considered this? Add to it 
the questionable success of the 
workers in the more essential indus- 


tries, and it is difficult to see whence 


they derive their encouragement. 

But there is a seeming mania for 
striking with every difference that 
arises over labor conditions or com- 
pensation. It is unfortunate and re- 
grettable, whether it involves cotton 
shirts or ceramics. The world;-as a 
whole, is approaching more neafly 
than ever before, a manifest sense 
of jastice and fairness. In the inter- 
est of the public, but even more in 
the interest of the laborer himself, 
is it not about time we were finding 
some sane and satisfying method of 
composing these differences and 
putting an end to the unnecessary 
and destructive strike-mania? 


A PERNICIOUS “CAUSE.” 

Upon his return recently from a 
protracted visit to Ireland, Arch- 
bishop Michael J. Curley, of Balti- 
more, administered a merited rebuke 
to Americans who, by expressions 
of sympathy and contributions of 
money, are helping to keep alive 
the spirit of rebellion within the 
Irish Free State. 


* “No American, true to American 


principles,” he declared, “should 
for one moment countenance the 
present armed attack upon the Irish 
people now being made by a dis- 
gruntled, disappointed set of men,” 
his last reference being, of course, 
to Eamon de Valera and his little 
“irregular army” of followers. 

“In Ireland,” said. the archbishop, 
“there is an Irish government func- 
tioning, with back of this govern- 
ment 95 per cent or more of the 
Irish’people. There is nothing more 
evident in Ireland today than that 
the Irish people want the peace 
treaty and the Free State status.” =; 

He expressed the opinion that de 
Valera is ‘“‘crazy,’’ and he character- 
ized the followers of the former 
‘president of the Irish republic” as 
being a guerrilla band of deluded, 
harebrained young Irishmen who 
are doing everything within their 
power to cripple their government 
and reduce Ireland to a state of.chaos 
and anarchy. 

“Home Rule’ sympathizers in 
this country should awaken to the 
fact that in all that they do to pro- 
mote the ‘“‘cause’”’ of de Valera and 
his band they are not fighting the 
Pritish government in the name of 
Irish freedom, for Irish freedom has 
been attained—to an extent, at 
least, satisfactory to “95 per cent 
or more of the Irish people,” ac- 
cording to Archbishop Curley—but 
that they are fighting the Irish peo- 
ple themselves in the interest of an 
insignificant. minority of “disgrun- 
tled, disappointed’ malcontents who 
are trying to tear down and destroy 
the governmental institutions and 
principles of government to which 
the Irish masses are, by their own 
votes, committed. 

De Valera and his radical cohorts 
are fighting for a “‘cause” the suc- 
cess of which would prove more dis- 
astrous to the hopes of the Irish 
people than British rule was ever 
alleged to be. 

What they are striving for is the 
very antithesis of democracy.

“BANQUO” AGAIN. 


Preaching economy while practic- 
ing extravagance, is a favorite re- 
publican pastime. Jt is an unavowed 
policy of the “grand old party,” as 
old as the organization itself. 

This was never more clearly dis- 
closed than in the admissions Presi- 
dent Harding was compelled to make 
in vetoing the soldiers’ bonus bill;

NEEDED—A FRESH START. | 


There is no doubt. as to the pro- 
priety of an affirmative answer, even 
an emphatic ‘“‘yes,” to the query 
presented in the following letter 
from a well-known Georgian, who 
has always given sane and careful 
thought to governmental problems: 

“Would it not be wise now (for 
Georgia to have a constitutional 
convention? 

“Our present constitution was 


made in 1877. It suited conditions 


then just after the state had passed 
through the dark days of recon- 
struction and regained control of 
affairs. But I dare say no one would 
claim that the constitution of 1877 
meets the conditions of 1922. In- 
deed the old paper has been s0 
patched and amended that it can- 
not be recognized as the same. 

“Today Georgia's system of taxa- 
tion is chaotic. The recent state 
election indicates plainly that the 
people wish our present taxation 
plan repealed. The common schools 
of Georgia are in a pitiable condi- 
tion, since the fixed income arising 
from the state road has been dis- 
counted and spent. The confederate, 
veterans feel that Georgia has for- 
gotten the s ows of 1861. 

“An immense debt will confront 
us next January. Sooner or later, 
these and other problems must be 
solved. We should do it now; there 
is danger in delay.” 


Right—Georgia needs revision of 
her fundamental law as do few, if 
any, of the other states. We have 
been patching for 45 years—nearly 
half a century—until the pattern 
of the old garment is almost en- 
tirely hidden from view. 

There are constructive things 
which Georgia ought to do today 
and would do, if it were not for th 
fact that they are unconstitutional. 
Perhaps they should have been un- 
constitutional in 1877 and in the 
years around that time; but that is 
no reason why our fundamental law 
should be a barrier in the way of 
today’s progress. 

With all of the state’s wonder- 
ful possibilities, prosperity is con- 
stantly running against some consti- 
tutional snag. There is no need of 
going into detail; business knows 
it, capital knows it, labor knows it. 
The conditions of 1922 are no more 
like those of 1877, than day is like 
night. Long since out of the dark- 
ness and shadows of 1877 in indus- 
try, in agriculture, in education, in 
practically every phase of human 
endeavor, state government contin- 
ues. to flounder about in it with 
apparent indifference. 

Every legislature comes forward 
with another patch, and an appar- 
ently indifferent electorate, proceeds 
to sew iton. This process has gone 
on until the Georgia constitution of 
half a century ago is a veritable 
“plate of hash,” of which the most 
careful and painstaking analysis 
would scarce disclose all the actual 
ingredients. | 

It needs revising to meet condi- 
tions of today. It needs re-writing 
in the language of 1922. .

THE CRITIC AS NOVELIST 


The only two women writers whose 
work does not require an apologetic 
reference to their sex are, it seems, 
almost unnecessary to say, Sappho 
and Austen. And. Sappho is, perhaps, 
a trifle too remote and too special 
for very fruitful comparison, 
it may be permissible to put the 
less superlative but equally burnin 
Brontes in her august sandals an 
to say that most women who write 
fiction in the English language de- 
scend from the serene Miss Austen 
or from the passionate Charlotte and 
Emily. Miss Rose Macaulay, al- 
lowing for the change that has come 
over women in the hundred years 
Since the peerless Jane was laid in 
Winchester charchyard, carries on the 
virginial succession in which Rhoda 
Broughton is so odd and so Victori- 
an a link’ and of which the lady 
who is pseudonymoubly called Miss 
Clemence Dane, is the complex-con- 
scious product. But Miss Rebecca 
West, if one may be allowed to de- 
duce anything so definite from some 
scores of her notes on other péople’s 
novels, from her brilliant monograph 
on Henry Jamés and from her own 
novels, “The Return of the Soldier’ 
ahd “The Judge,” belongs Cerebrally 
with the Austens and  temperma- 
mentally with the Bronies. More 
she has evidently determined to do 
something in the grand manner, to 
be either Dostoievskii or nothing, and 
so she has abandoned the writing of 
snch delicately felt and beautifully 
finished little books as ““The Return 
of the Soldier,’ with its surface 
which might be too perfectly lac- 
quered out for the charming ripples 
of her delicious cleverness, and she 
has, after four years, produced “The 
Judge.” 

Affinity With “Wuthering Heights.” 

Perhaps no one should be Surprised 
that a girl who cou!d chdose the pro- 
tagonist of “‘Rosmersholm” as ber lit- 
erary godmother should become the 
woman whose novel has more affinity 
with “Wuthering Heights” than any 
book written outside Haworth Par- 


sonage. But when an author is 
clever in the way that Miss West 
(born Cecily Fairfield) is clever, it 
must be so delightfully easy to write 


woman who is also intellectual, in a 
way which is always unkindly called 
masculine, would insist upon being 
Olympian. She haen’t, though, been 
able not to be clever, which is one 
of the reasons why her theme and 
her, prose are so ill-matched. This 
theme is revealed to even the most 
dense reviewer by being plucked out of 
one of the book’s last pages and set 
unavoidably and alone on a whole 
fair page: “Every mother is a judge 
who sentences the children for the 
sins of the father.” It holds, of

Growing Cotton Profitably 
Notwithstanding the Weevil 


BY MARTIN V. CALVIN, 
Statistican Georgia Department of Agriculture. 


South Carolina, suggested that the 
wiser course to be pursued, in the 
presence of the boll weevil, was to 
make it unlawful to plant cotton dur- 
ing the year 1923. The senator de- 
livered a vety interesting address on 
the cotton situation, and was positive 
in the expression of a belief on his 
part that the only possible way by 
which to rid the country of the Wee- 
vil was to placé an embargo on the 
cétton-producing industry as men- 
tioned. Senator Watson, of Geor- 
|} gia, asked the senator whether he 
contemplatd action by congress in the 
premises. Senator Smith replied 
that cotton production was a _ local 
question which could be hagdled by 
each cotton state; that the general 
assembly of each of the cotton grow- 
ing states could enact the requisite 
legislation. 

The proposition is impracticable. 
We cannot abandon cotton. It is 
not necessary that we should entertain 
that thought for a moment. We can 
and we wil) grow cotton profitably 
in spite of the weevil. This was done 
im this state during the current year. 
It will be done on a much 
scale in 1923.

|feasible, given traditional American 
racial antipathies to the British. 
This group, therefore, advocated re- 
maining loyal to the French alliance, 
‘making peace with little regard for 
the demands of Mr. Wilson and per- 
| petuating the Anglo-French alliance, 
_which had been sealed in blood in the 
‘recent struggle. Such an alliance these 
men believed would insure the eon- 
‘tinued control of Europe and in the 
| administration of such a _partner- 
ship they believed it would be easier 


to do business with the France of 


Cjemenceau than with the United 


States of Mr. Wilson. 

There. were others, of which the 
‘late Lord Northcliffe was only the 
/most conspicuous, who adyocated the 
|American partnership with the great- 


(est enthusiasm, but with equal earn- | 


estness insisted on the preservation 
of the Anglo-French alliance,» which 
‘had won the war. These Englishmen 
‘advocated the closest possible asso- 
‘ciation between the United States 
and Great Britain, but at the same 
‘time and with honorable concern for 
the recent past, opposed any substi- 
‘tution of the United 
France, which might amount to a de- 
sertion of the ally of the past four 
terrible years, an ally whose faith- 
fulness had never been open to ques- 
tion.

/adroitness, undertook at Paris to 
manoeuvre between the two groups. 
'He gave every encouragement to the 
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came to have in mind as events de- 
veloped, was that the United States 
should cancel the British loan and 
that the United States and Britain, 
In pertnership, should use their con- 
trol of their recent allies, through 
the debts owed by the allies to them 
to force u European settlement and 
an application of that settlement in 
conformity with Anglo-American 
ideas, which every Englishmen assum- 
ed would in the main be identical. 


This, after all, was in absolute con- 


formity with the British tradition, 
for while Britain has frequently used 


armies and always held possession of 
naval su remacy, her real weapon in 
world affairs has been financial. But 
the war, by extending Britain beyond 
all her expectation and experience had 
at least momentarily transferred pos- 
session of the financial weapon to the 
United States and, unless Britain and 
America were in alliance, this weap- 
on would thus be unavailable. 

Now I do not think it is an exag- 
geration to say that by the end of the 
Paris conference British policy had 


adopted the American alliance as its 
cardinal doctrine and the mass of the 
British people had come to accept that 
alliance, the association of the two 
people which it promised, as an ac- 
complished fact and henceforth the 
central point in their international 
relations. Consciously, then, the Brit- 
ish had, in the mass, turned their 
backs upon Europe and exchanged a‘ 
French for an American alliance. 

It was the confident British expec- 
tation that when the league of na- 
tions organized and assembled for its 
first session, British and American 
representatives, acting in common 
would control this body and be able 
to direct world affairs, amending the 
Versailles treaty, reducing reparations, 
in a word doing anything and every- 
thing which might seem to them ad- 
vantageous. It was this conception 
of the league of nations which gave 
it the only wide popularity 
ever had in Britain. : 


Keen Disappointment 
Over Rejection. 


Everyone can see, however, the com- |! 


plete British amazement and disap- 
pointment which resulted from the 
American rejection of the league of 
nations, the American refusal to join 
Britain in the three-power treaty guar- 


on our part to go to Genoa and the | 
widespread resentment in this coun-| 
try of the British Soviet policy. In- 
deed to British horror it bécame plain 
that in this affair we inclined to 
French rather than British views. Our 


‘later refusal to go to The Hague ter- 


minated this experiment. 


Efforts of 
Balfour Note. 


Finally we come to. the Balfour 
note, the last test of American senti- 
ment and the final investigation of 
the possibility of an Anglo-American 
partnership. This Balfour note, more- 
over, instead of eliciting American 
sympathy and stimulating American 


generosity, had just the opposite ef- 
fect and it can no longer be doubted, 


‘even by the most optimistic, that the 


idea of an Anglo-American partner- 
ship was a delusion, that the United 
States so far from being ready to en- 
ter into a partnership was insistent 


upon exercising the rights of an exis 
gent creditor. 

The result has. been in many quar- 
ters the expression of opinions such 
as/were ascribed to Mr. Kipling. We 


have, quite unconsciously, be it ad- 
mitted, spoiled the whole dream of 
British statesmanship an idealism. 
We have declined a partnership and 
instead of welcoming an alliance, we 
have insisted upon the most formal 
business relations. The whole Brit- 
ish campaign, based on sentiment, 
upon calculation, upon a common 
civilization, upon a whole variety of 
things too numerous and too divergent 
to tabulate has culminated {n some- 
thing approaching an appeal to Amer- 
lean generosity coming from London 
and bas been met by the coldest kind 
of business terms coming from Wash- 


anteeing the integrity and security of 


France and in our unmistakable deter- | 


mination to avoid any kind vf alliance 
or partnership internationally valid, 
whether with Britain, France or with 
the nations which were now members| 
of the league of nations. 

The whole edifice of British foreign 
policy, the whole belief and desire of 
the mass of the people was shaken. 
(Juite characteristically the British 
were slow in accepting, the fact. I 
suppose it is no exaggeration to say 
that the decisions which have come 
with such regularity since 1919 and 
have shown American determination to 
keep out of European entanglements 
to be steadily increasing in intensity, 
are still regarded in many English 
quarters as inconclusive.

As I have said. there has been and

It is merely a question of 
whether one is pro-English or anti-English. 

It seems to me that there is a good deal 
of that in America today. Everyone ap- 
parently is either pro-English, pro-lrish, pro- 
French, pro-German or pro something else 
and if they are not that they are anti-some- 
thing or other. 

It is about time for the pro-Americans, 
who are not anti anything either in this 
country or abroad, to declare themselves. 

It isn’t necessary for us—Ameri- 
cans, | mean—to become excited 
, Over which party gains. the 
ascendency in any country of Eu- 
rope. It doesn’t make any dif- 
ference to us. Personally, I feel 
the same interest in European 
countries that I feel in the Argen-

Lloyd George, Premier of Great Britain, Appeals for Help in Task. 
Tomb Crumbling in Graveyard, Which Is Now. 
Weed-Grown Wilderness.

|ANY thousands of Americans will 

i learn with regret that the tomb of 

i John Wesley is crumbling in a 

graveyard which is now a wilder- 

ness. Bishop Hamilton, the vet- 

j eran American Methodist, has an- 

dertaken responsibility for the 

cost of the restoration of the tomb and the 

British churches are organizing a campaign 

to secure that the “Mecca of Methodism” 

is made worthy of, its great place in his- 
tory. : 

John Wesley was one of the world’s 
greatest men and the desire to pay adequate 
respect to his memory is not confined by 
any means to his followers. What that 
means will be seen when it is stated that 
they number alone nearly 4,000,000. 


The United States has as close an interest 
in this movement as Great Britain. Many 
Americans pay a visit to the famous chapel 
in the City Road in London where Wesley, 
and his brother Charles, preached for so 
many years. The visiting book is full of 
signatures of pilgrims from every 
state of the republic. When I 
called the other day 1 noticed that 
only the day before there had been 
callers from Nebraska and Minne- 
sota and from Canada.

chapel and has paid one of the 
most eloquent tributes to the pow- 
er of Methodism uttered in recent 


years. The lord mayor and sher- 
iffs of the city of London attended 
in state the luncheon at which the 
prime minister spoke. The appeal 
has touched some very responsive 
chord in the highest in the land 
and there seems to be no possible 
chance of failure now. But Amer- 
ica will be glad to have some part 
in it as She had alréady in the 
chapel. 


 agmacters: speaking at the lunch- 

eon Mr. Lloyd George paid a 
Surprise visit to the ‘‘Cathedral of 
Methodism” and astonished those who re- 
ceived him by his intimate knowledge of its 
history. He knew of the memorials to the 
men and women who lived and died when 
Methodism was despised and ridiculed and 
where to find them—preachers, mission- 
aries, hymn writers and lay workers. After 
looking at the Morley Punchon tablet and 
the seven marble pillars presented by the 
churches in America, Canada, Australia and 
South Africa he went into the handsome 
niahogany pulpit, given to Wesley when the 
chapel was built, and with silk hat in hand, 
stoad in deep contemplation for some mo- 
mients where Wesley himself had stood. 
Those who were there were amazed at the 
likeness between the famous Welsh politi- 
cian and the historic preacher. 


1 cannot forbear from the premier’s trib- 
lt was as fine an appreciation of the 
man who said “All the world is my parish” 


as has ever been offered. He declared that 
Wales owed more to John Wesley than to 
any other person. ‘Wesley was undoubted- 
ly the greatest religious leader the Angio- 
Saxon race ever produced and the move- 
nient of the past two hundred and fifty 
vears at least. Ju8t like the reformation, its 
indirect influence was probably greater than 
even its direct influence.” Describing Meth- 
odism as the largest protestant community 
in the world, he referred to its influence on 
the destiny of all mankind. It gave a new 
spiritual life to England and civilized Wales. 
And incidentally Mr. Lloyd George men- 
tioned an interesting personal revelation 
when he stated that he had made a close 
and special study of the movement in 
Wales. “It is a favorite resort of mine to 
read up that page in our history.” 

Not merely did the work of Wesley and 
his followers change the character of vast 
pumbers of people, but it also had its indi- 
rect influence on government. “No doubt 
it had a great restraining influence during 
the period of the French revolution, an in- 
fluence that is felt to this very day in re- 


ute.

66° THE industrial movement owes much to 

Methodism,” said the prime minister. 
“The movement which improved the con- 
dition of the working classes in wages and 
hours of labor, found most of its best of- 
ficers and non-commissioned officers in men 
trained in the institutions which were the 
result of Methodism. I never realized the 
effect which Methodism has had on national 
character so clearly as when I attended the 
international conference. It has given a 
different outlook to the British and the 
Americans from the outlook of the conti- 
nentals. . . . We are all creatures of the 
eighteenth century. . .-. The white races 
were born again in that century. On the 
continent of Europe there was the revolu- 
tion, economic, social and political. In 
Britain the revolution was a religious one. 
In the United States it was first a religious 
and in the second place a political move- 
ment. On the continent the prophets of 
revolution were Voltaire and Rousseau. In 
Britain the prophets wer@® Wesley and 
Whitefield. . . . 1 do not Say the British 
and American outlook is purer, more far- 
seeing. But 1 do Say it is different. . . . 1 
say the difference was made by John Wes- 
ley; it was the movement that gripped the 
soul of England, that deepened its spiritual 
instincts, trained them, uplifted them. The 
result is that when a great appeal is made 
either to England or to America, there is 
always a response.” 


Pointing out that Wesley was a man of 
peace—though not at any price—the pre- 
mier recalled a great declaration of his. 
“Truly all our declarations on the strength 
of human reason are no more than the cant 
and jargon of pride and ignorance so long 
as there is such a thing as war. So long 


as this monster stalks uncondemned, where 
is reason, virtue, humanity? They are ut- 
terly excluded. They are a name and noth- 
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ing more.” That fiery declaration, he as- 
serted, ought to be written “in words not 
of gold, for they fade, but in red blood, 
over the lintels of the league of nations.” 

Just one more quotation. ‘‘Here in the 
center of the empire to which he rendered 
greater service than any man for centuries, 
his tomb should not be neglected. He was 
a man who had a special abhorrence of any- 
thing that was not neat and clean. He 
said: ‘Let none ever see a ragged Metho- 
dist.’ It is due to him that you never can 
see one. It is a double unkindness to leave 
his tomb ragged. You remember what he 
said to a Derbyshire girl who ran to the 
door as he passed and cried, ‘God bless you, 
Mr. Wesley.’ ‘Young woman, your bless- 
ing would be of more value if your face 
and apron were cleaner.’ Do not leave his 
grave untidy. if he passed by that would 
hurt him more than all. For his memory 
is a great memory; it will be bigger as the 
centuries pass by; and the throng of visi- 
tors from other lands to his tomb will swell 
as time goes on. Look after this venerable 
and memorable shrine. It is a sacred trust 
given into your hands.” 

How much is needed to put into proper 
repair Wesley’s chapel, house and grave- 
yard? More than $50,000. 1! am told that 
this sum is wanted immediately to repair 
and renovate the chapel, and the house in 
which Wesley lived and died, and to tidy 
up the graveyard. Looking at the dirty, 
unkempt and dilapidated statue and tomb 
and the weed-grown wilderness of the 
graveyard an overseas visitor said the other 
day: “Thus you honor your illustrious 
dead.” 


HIS chapel.in the City Road, not much 

more than a stone’s throw from the 
heart of the city, has a great history. As 
you enter the wide yard, you face the statue 
front of Wesley’s cathedral. On the left is 
the manse and on the right the house where 
Wesley spent the last years of his life, now 


the Wesley Museum. Here will find 
on the first floor the rooms where Wesley 
himself slept and worked and prayed. The 
rooms are now filled with relics and among 
them some fine old furniture. Passing 
through the study and the bedroom you 
enter a quaint little place, too small even 
for a camp bed, a little recess leading out 
from the other room, but this is the most 
sacred shrine in all Methodism, for 
Wesley retired to pray. 

The story of this chapel and house goes 
back to 1777. On a cold day two men stood 
by the roadside at Keighely in Yorkshire 
and, hats in hand, begged from passers-by. 
One was Thomas Taylor and the other John 
Wesley, who was then 74. They were col- 


lecting money for the new-chapel and they 
got about $35. The building was opened 
the following year. It was the only chapel 
Wesley built in London and it was not built 
until after forty years of evangelical work 
up and down the land. lis real history goes 
back to 1739. There was a place not more 
than 200 yards or so from the present build- 
ings where cannons used to be cast. In 
17416 the damaged guns taken from the 
French by Marborough were being recast 
when an explosion tore off the roof, broke 
down the galleries and killed several work- 
men and injured others. The foundry was 
then abandoned and the famous Woolwich 
arsenal was started. For nearly a quarter of 
a century the old buildings lay disused and 
neglected.

Traders seldom stop at Bora Bora, and its 
inhabitants have no other means of keep- 
ing in touch with other localities. A fleet 
of canoes accompanied the twins, for all the 
village had witnessed our approach and pad- 
dled out laden with fruit, fish, cocoanuts, 
yams, taro and huge watermelons, which 


they begged us to accept in token of their 
friendship. More than that, they adorned 
us with strings of beads which they solicit- 
ouSly hung about our necks, the while they 
besought us to visit their homes and par- 
take of their feasts. 


Chief Tetaunimarama’s dominion is re- 
Stricted to Viatape, and all the other dis- 
tricts into which the island is divided are 
ruled by their own chiefs, each one of whom 
is under the mandate of the French gen- 
darme, a cheerful individual with a native 
wife and large family of half-breed children. 


Our happy-hearted guest fairly over- 
flowed with good nature and fat. Nothing 


would do but we must come ashore im- 
mediately and allow him to entertain us. So 
we extricated ourselves from our generous 
visitors, lowered the launch and assisted 
the high chief of Bora Bora and his twin to 
a place in it. 


Y the time we were headed for a small 

rock landing that had been constructed 
by the natives I was able to translate the 
excited mixture of French, Tahitian- and 
broken English of the chief into the fact 
that he had never seen a launch before, 
and his enthusiasm was so great that he 
begged piteously for a more extended ride 
in it. So we scooted about the bay for 
about two miles, dodging brown coral heads 
in the clear green water through the pilot- 
ing of Chief Tetaunimarama and his suite, 
enjoying the childlike delight of our visitors, 
which culminated in the chief’s first real 
English sentence: ‘‘Ze canoe, he go like 
hell!” 


Facing the stone landing was a large space 
covered with neatly-kept short grass, where 
boys gathered to play games, and in the 
late afternoons and evenings natives assem- 
bled to dance the Hula Hula. 

Three or four shacks of boards and 
thatch opened on the further side of this 
village green. In these Chinamen $¢pt the 
only shops in Viatape, and on the left we 
came to its first residence, the domicile of 
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Official to pay my respects, and we were 
shown into the middle room, where a long 
center table and two chairs did not encour- 
age prolonged visits, although ane might be 
entertained by looking at a large print of 
the president of France and one of General 
Foch. 


On the back porch in a cupboard made 
from a soap box and nailed to the side of 
the wall were two or three plates and the 
same number of knives, forks and spoons. 
Evidently the wife and children of the gen- 
darme, like other natives, ate with their 
fingers from banana leaves. 


The gendarme’s welcome was no less 
hearty than that of the chief, who led us 
further along the widening path underneath 


mango and cocoanut trees, past numbers 
of native dwellings made of bamboo slats 
with thatched roofs, some of which were 
built on posts over the water, with little 
slips for canoes alongside. We passed two 
or three large community council chambers 
built of bamboo, with trussed roofs made 
of hand-hewn timbers lashed together with 
sennet and covered with dry cocoanut 
leaves, which obviated any necessity for 
posts inside. These city halls, as one might 
call them, were not only used as meeting 
houses .and for church and social affairs, 
but also as guest houses and places for mar- 
keting the copra and vanilla products of the 
district. 


"Pp meter ran out to gaze at us until we 
reached the chief's house, and he seated 
himself at one end of the only room in his 
thatched dwelling. It possessed the dis- 
tinction of a wooden floor, on which we, 
likewise, seated ourselves upon mats facing 
him. 

Soon many of the more socially promi- 
nent natives—friends of the chief—called 
to welcome us. Each, as we entered, bowed 
low on ail fours before Tetaunimarama, 
turned and made the same salutation to us, 
and then took up a position at one side or 
the other of the chfef os back of him. We 


and rhythm. A lantern threw a 
dim yellow streak of light into the 
shadowy space. Presently an 
ascending moon illuminated the 
sward. From all directions came 
dancers. The patter of their bare 
feet issued softly from the shad- 
ows along the road. Spectators 
crowded the grass-plat around the 
borders of the green. We joined 
other guests in front of the gen- 
darme’s residence and watched the 
most interesting Hula Hula | have 
ever seen in all the Pacific. It is 
the only dance of Bora Bora. 


5 i the animated ‘tum, tum, 
tum,”’ of the band the dancers 
assemble until forty form a ring 
of boys and girls in equal num- 
bers. Just beyond two sides of 
this ring are huge bundles of 
tightly-bound dried leaves which 
serve as torches, and glow reflect- 
ed in the spreading foliage of a 
great umbrella tree that forms a 
background of shifting shadows. 
The master of ceremonies gives 
a swish of his pliant wand to test 
its strength, and in voluabie Tehi- 
tian language instructs the partici- 
pants in the figures which they are 
to dance. He steps back a pace. 
His wand snaps. The circle breaks 
into rhythmic motion, and the 
swaying bodies take their places in 
rows and stand silent and still. Girls form 
a column in the center between two col- 
umns of men on the sides. is 


The band strikes up a new tune and the 


giris come to life. They are pretty girls 


in their type, with a gay twinkle in their 
eyes. A crown of flowers confines their 
hair, and a flimsy waist and pareu complete 
their costume. 


E leader’s wand cracks a signal. Drums 
and dishpans unite in a spirited measure. 
The girls’ bare feet respond with a quick 
grip of the turf; their bodies began to wig- 
gle. Then their limbs swing in unison, each 
leg across and in front of the other. An- 
other wand snap breaks into the lively 
drumming. The men spring into dancing 
steps, and by rhythmic movements of their 
arms and bodies interpret now some le- 
gend of their tribe, now some recent fish- 
ing adventure or romantic elopement. After 
each strange and graceful evolution, which 
introduces many different steps in perfect 
rhythm, the girls stop and Hula Hula. Each 
damsel shimmies until every inch of her 
brown shoulders dances in time to the 
drums. 

The dancing columns move with pep and 
precision. Now a boy and girl step out 
and trip through a number together. The 
master of ceremonies touches a dancer with 
his wand. Instantly the music ceases and 


the dancer wiggles through a Hula Hula 
solo. 

Over the green animated figures move 
and circle for three hours. The dancers 
are hot and happy, but not one appears 
fatigued. Spectators, leaning forward with 
rapt attention, clap their hands in unison 
with the music. The bare brown fingers 
that play on the dishpans keep perfect ac- 
cord with the drums. 


Even after the band retires groups of 
dancers continue the intricate figures to 
the tune of a mouth organ until. when the 
dancing becomes unrestrained, the village 
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bell rings curfew at midnight and sends the 
merry-makers drifting homeward. 


Sitting cross-legged on the ground while 
this dance moves through almost hundreds 
of different and strange steps and figures is 
calculated to make a white man feel stiff 
in the joints, and we are glad to be on our 
feet again and aboard ship. 

The Hula Hula of Bora Bora is quite dif- 
ferent from that danced on other islands of 
the group. Few white people visit Bora 
Bora, and the natives’ own imagery is ex- 
pressed in the dance; it has not been cor- 
rupted by whites who have introduced 
changes in most of the dances in better 
known islands of the South Seas to con- 
form to their more practical ideas. 


LL over the Society group 1 had heard 

about the famous fish drives engaged in 
by the natives of Bora Bora, and was anx- 
ious to see and make a picture of one. So, 
during my first visit to Chief Tetaunima- 
raina | made arrangements with him for one 
of these events which would end in a great 
feast. 

Lobsters and fish are plentiful in the la- 
goon within the barrier reef, and coral 
polyps have reared their heads above the 
water and constructed a small atoll in the 
shape of a horseshoe, about eighty feet in 
diameter, and with an aperture little more 
than three feet across. Within this little 
atoll the water is a uniform depth of two 
to four feet, as it is for a mile inside the 
barrier reef. Bora Boreans utilize the en- 
ciosed pool of the atoll as a natural fish 
trap, and have built in the shallow water 
between the atoll and outer reef a crude 
barrier that connects it with one end of 
the trap opening and forces fishes which 
are driven against it to turn into the pool 
within the atoll. 

chief Tetaunimarama told me that it 
would take two or three days to prepare 
for a drive, and that he would send his cou- 
riers next morning to the different chiefs 
ou Bora Bora and have them co-operate in 
a great fishing festival. 

Criers went through the islands announc- 


they clustered while a native missionary 
conducted a religious ceremony and offered 
a prayer beseeching good luck in the drive. 

That this prayer might not lack in effi- 
cacy the chief then addressed the fishermen 
and instructed each in the part he was to 
play and the station he was to occupy. The 
directions were given in Tahitian, but every- 
body understands the word “Go!” in any 
tongue. Upon its echo the canoes shot out 


towards the atoll. So many were laden 
with mats that about half the assembly on 
our little meeting place ran into the water 
and waded for the trap. I abandoned my 
launch and went with the chief in his ca- 
noe. It was 2 o’clock when we arrived. 


MEN, girls and boys—hundreds of 

1em—threw mats into the water, 
sprang from their canoes and began lacing 
them together in an under-water fence along 
the artificial work between the atoll mouth 
and barrier reef. Others, from a second 
line of canoes, laced the ends of mats to 
form a fence from the other side of the 
atoll opening and out into the lagoon par- 
allel with the reef. Some wore Mother 
Hubbards, some pareus, all were barefoot, 


and frighten the 
fish back into 
the course the 
drive was tak- 
ing. 

At the start 
down the lagoon 
the canoes were 
Spread out some 
fifty or sixty feet 
apart, but as 
they neared the 
mouth of the 
matting wall 
they drew closer 
together. 


N rushed the 
fish into the 
trap. A continu- 
Ous Stream lash- 
ed the sea. Girls 
and boys, stand-

but all wore hats made of 
grass and twined with 
fresh flowers. As they 
rapidly strung themselves 
along a lengthening chain 
of mats, waist-deep and 
often to their armpits in 
water, they looked not 
unlike bright strange 
flowers of the tropics gar- 
lended upon the waves. 

Every two or three 
feet stood boys and girls 
lacing mats together, and 
in only thirty minutes 
they had accomplished 
their task. 

Back to and beyond the 
isle where my launch lay 
skimmed the canoes and 
Stationed themselves in a

ing back of the mat 
fence, agitated the wa- 
tet to alarm and hasten 
them. 

Faster and faster 
paddled the canoes un- 
til every one had 
passed within the line 
of mats opposite the 
barrier reef. 

On the instant the 
human garland at the 
end of the mat fence 
began to circle in back 
of the canoes, closing 
n the opening between 
the canoes and the 
barrier reef ever closer 
and closer until shoals 
of fish were driven

ing the forthcoming event and summoning 
natives to be out on the fishing grounds in 
their canoes on the appointed day, properly 
equipped with spears, rocks and mats. 

Along the shore natives bustled about 
collecting fresh cocoanut palm fronds and 
weaving them into mats about three and a 
half feet in width and ten feet in length. 
At the end of each mat a few leaves were 
attached, which could be used to lace it 
to the next mat. In this way a chain of 
mats was prepared to form a barrier in the 
shallow part of the lagoon and enclose pur- 
sued fish on their way into the atoll. 

The morning of the drive came, and I 
could see canoes coming from all directions 
laden with men, women, children and mats 
and heading for the fish trap a quarter of 
a mile from the barrier reef. 

Impatiently we watched the tide, for we 
had to wait until low tide so that the fish 
could not pass over the outer reef. That 
is, we white men were impatient. Even a 
lagging tide could not affect the happy 
equanimity of Bora Bora’s nerves. 

At last the signal was given, and like hom- 
ing swallows the canoes skimmed over the 
purple waters to a little island opposite Via- 
tape and half a mile from the atoll.. Here

semi-circle a mile or more from the trap. 
There were four or five natives in most of 
the canoes, and in the bow of each stood a 
man with a light rope about thirty or forty 
feet long at the end of which were two 
stones, loosely tied together, so that they 
would rattle at the least jerk of the rope. 
At either end of the semi-circle the last 
canoe carried a flag. 

All eyes were on the leader. The chief 
gave a Signal, an ear-splitting yell arose 
from every canoe as it leapt forward in the 
direction of the trap. In the prow of the 
oncoming fleet men threw the stones on 
their lines far ahead of them, gave a quick 
jerk as the stones hit the water and sent 
them clashing among the frightened fish. 
Bright scales flashed in ever-increasing 
splashes of color as fish could be seen 
jumping a quarter of a mile ahead of the 
canoes. 1 stood on the coral border of the 
trap and watched the forerunners of schools 
of fish churn the water in their efforts to 
get away from the plunging rocks. Some- 
times the distracted creatures would turn 
and make for less disturbed waters, when 
the flag canoes would signal the direction 
taken by the finny refugees and other ca- 
noes would move quickly to head off escape 


into the trap. 


Absolute _ stillness 
resigned at the atoll. 
The last school of fish 
plunged in. Women outside the mats came 
to life. They pressed in the opening of 
the trap, stretched their mats across and 
closed it securely. 

In the pool darted and pushed not less 
than two thousand fish. Radiant streaks 
of color ranging from one to four feet in 
length formed a moving kaleidescope of 
many hues and varied forms. 

Canoes crowded about the tiny beach. 
Chief Tetaunimarama stood on the atoll’s 
ledge and made a speech of praise. The na- 
tive missionary offered thanks to God for 
this successful drive.. Again came the Tahi- 
tian signal for “Go!” and everybody went 
wild. It was 3 o’clock. 

Men and women jumped in among the 
writhing fish. It was a battle royal. Here 
and there an excited youngster held up a 
finny prize as big as himself and clung to 
it, velling for help until somebody would 
Spear it for him. 

VERY canoe was loaded to the gunwales, 

but the Bora Boreans are never wanton 
in destruction. They only took enough 
fish to supply two*feasts for the commu- 
nity. Since the canoes had to paddle all 
the way back to the mainland in order to 
unload their cargoes before they could re- 


fish have been driven 
into the trap. 


turn and take the people ashore, the water 
was soon alive with natives wading the half 
mile to the island before the canoes could 
get back, and many tired of waiting and 
began to swim the mile stretch to the main- 
land. The lagoon was dotted with swim- 
mers, and many a small head bobbed above 
the shoulders of the mother or older boy 
to which a child was clinging. 

Some of the swimmers stopped beside the 
Wisdom to call out a cheery greeting and 
comment on the drive. 

Fires glimmered for a brief supper along 
the shore, and the tired natives fell into 
Slumber with the breaking of the stars 
through the screen of the sky. 

At noon next day we sat down to a won- 
derful breakfast. Hundreds of fish and 
dozens of chickens, pigs, yams and taro 
were removed from pits which had been 
dug for their roasting, done to a turn and 
luscious in that method of cooking which 
preserves all the flavor and juices of the 
viands. 

Bora Boreans do not pickle or smoke 
fish, nor do they hoard or store any food, 
money or articles of any kind. It is not 
considered proper in Bora Bora to have in 
one’s possession more food than can be 
eaten while it is still fresh. 


E Wisdom lingered a week at Viatape, 
but even this was all too short a time in 
which to enjoy the many pleasures offered 
us by the hospitable and friendly natives. 
Our sailing date became known, and that 
morning at least twenty or more canoes 
came off with presents. The schooner’s 
deck was heaped with vegetables, fruit, 
chickens, duck and pigs, and we were laden 
with shells, beads and crowns of flowers 
which the natives thought became us won- 
derfully. 
It was in the confusion of farewells that 
I witnessed a new method of killing a 
chicken which a surgeon might envy for 
dexterity. The pigs had been brought on 
ooard dressed for cooking, but both ducks 
tnd chickens proclaimed the fact that they 
‘y2re very much alive. AS there was no 
means of caring for live fowls I asked the 
native boys to kill and pluck them for us. 
To my surprise Toiamuna, one of our

The political security 
of France transcended in impor- 
tance the general reconstruction of Europe, 
she maintained with opstinate. tenacity the 
the contention that her” relative position 
must be made stronger than that of Ger- 
many even if the absolute standard of bot6;

Consider, then, the reaction of France, 
first toward the immediate economic prob- 
lems, and then toward the permanent prob- 


lems. Bred 

3eing so nearly self-sufficient, the im- 
mediate preoccupations of the British— 
ships, raw materials, cables and the like— 
did not greatly concern France. Her great- 
est urgent economic interest and necessity 
was reparation. Her territory had been 
ravaged, coal mines destroyed, factories 
ruined, even fruit trees cut down; she must 
have reparation. 

France was determined, like the British 

reactionaries, to make Germany ‘‘pay to the 
last farthing’—but was unhindered. by 
any liberal group like that in England, 
which was for building up Germany's power 
to pay. She was for her indemnity no mat- 
ter what happened to Germany or to Eu- 
rope. 
President Wilson was continually argu- 
ing that reasonable terms for Germany and 
assistance In matters of food and raw ma- 
terials would help the. allies, help France, 
by helping Germany to pay. 

Here was the meat of the matter. France 
must come politically greater and 
stronger than Germ-ny whether both of 
them—and the world—were left absolutely 
better or worse off. 

Consider the enormously urgent humani- 
tarian as Well as economic problem of re- 
construction that faced the conference at 
the very beginning, that of feeding the 
Starving enemy countries. On March 8 
Lloyd George told the Supreme War coun- 
cil: 

“The British troops were indignant about 
our refusal to revictual Germany. General 
Plumer had said that he could not be re- 
sponsible for his troops if children were 
allowed to wander about the streets, half- 
starving.”’ 

LEMENCEAU’s only reply on this point 

was: ‘“‘No doubt very pitiable reports 
were being received from certain parts of 
Germany in regard to food conditions; but 
these reports did not apparently apply to 
all parts of Germany. For instance, Gen- 
eral Mangin had told him that there was 
more food in Mayence than in Paris. In 
his opinion, the food hardship was probably 
due to bad distribution.” 


out 


This statement was mere blinking of the 
fact, pointed out by Hoover a few minutes 
before, that, without relief, all urban Ger- 
many would be starving within sixty days. 
So the French, in one way and another, 
for one reason and another, obstructed the 
processes of immediate relief. ’ 

Yet it would be a mistake to say that 
France had no constructive economic pol- 
icy. She had—and just as she had thought 
out long beforehand her political objectives 
and embodied them in secret treaties, so 
she had thought out an economic policy and 
it was embodied in that economic equiva- 
lent of the secret treaties, the recommenda- 
tions of the Paris economic conference of 
June, 1916. This was im no sense a scheme 
of general reconstruction of Europe for the 
good of all countries; it was rather a spe- 
cial economic alliance, primarily for the 
good of France. 

The allied nations (America not yet hav- 
ing come in) in that conference laid down 
a whole program of measures of commer- 
cial discrimination in each other's favor and

LTHOUGH the British participants re- 

garded these declarations as an emerg- 
ency program, the French held to them 
religiously as to a creed. Plan after plan 
put forward by them at Paris‘ shows the 
influence of this fixed idea. Economic re- 
construction, as they viewed it, amounted 
to a continued alliance against Germany, 
designed first of all to restore France and 
Belgium and to set them up as economic 
powers capable of competing with assurance 


of success against their rival across the 


Rhine. 

Had the French had thefr way with the 
economic terms of peace and the general 
economic policy of the conference there 
where the world 
would have come out. It would be free 
from the uncertainties of the present situ- 
ation, to be sure. It would be moving 
swiftly—with the precision resulting from 
the ‘“‘systematized ‘constructions of the 
Latin mind’’—along the road of economic 
retrogression, toward the bankruptcy of our 
system of civilization. i 

Italy’s economic situation more nearly 
resembled that of Great Britain than that 
of France. Her economic condition as a 
nation dependent for raw materials on other 
countries, concerned with shipping and for- 
eign commerce, and with a healthy’ expand- 
ing population and growing industries, tend- 
ed to make her international-minded. There 
were elements of the new in Italy—that did 
not exist in old and stationary France. 

While the Italians were overacute in their 
political interests they were never obsessed, 
like the French, with a particular fear and 
rivalry. They were freer to respond to 
Suggestions for joining in the great work 
of economic reconstruction. They recog- 
nized the humanitarian motive for feeding 
the enemy, although in certain-distressing 
instances, as when they closed the Laibach 
railway line to the transport of food for 
Starving Vienna, they permitted national 
sensitiveness to interfere with its exercise. 
They were far more alive than the French 
to the danger of a bolshevist overturn, be- 


cause of the powerful radical socialist move- 
ment in Italy. The Italian delegates were 


not above using this peril as a club to 
extort particular concessions from their col- 
leagues, but they also recognized it as a 
special reason for seeking to prevent the 
existing economic situation from becoming 
more serious. 

F course the Italians had always fore- 


most in view sacrifices by the other 
fellow and advantages accruing to them- 


Selves; but such a Calculation is neverthe- 


less a-first step on the road of enlightened 
self-interest which leads to the formation 
of socleéties, whether of individuals or 


' states. - - 


While displaying this interest:in co-oper- 
tive projects, however, the Italians proved 
also the most inveterate hunters of individ- 


ual economic game by way of political bar-. 


gaining and intrigue. They were constantly 
on the lookout for concessions and for 
petty advantages. ! 
four on the problem of Asiatic. Turkey 


(May 17, Council of Four) describes the 


Italian attitude beautifully: 

“My whole object is to give the Italians 
something which they will really. like, and 
it seems that they have a great liking for 
concessions. I remember when the Mar- 
quis 4mperiali was ‘comparing the advan- 
tages whith the French would get out of 
Cicilia with the advantages which Italy was 
likely to get out of her share of Asia Minor 
he was wont to dwell upon the wonders 
of a certain copper mine which he said, I 
am quite sure truly, was to be found some- 
where in the French zone. In the same 
way I observe that Baron Sonnino’s eyes 
are lovingly fixed upon a very indifferent 
coal mine on the southern shores of the 
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Black sea. Personally t regard these *hopes 


and expectations with considerable skepti- 


cism. I doubt the existence of these hid- 
den riches in Southern Anatolia. Even if 
they exist, I doubt whether their exploita- 
tion is going to make Italy rich,,and@ 1 have 
a strong suspicion that even if these indus- 
trial enterprises are started under Italian 
patronage they will be found after no great 
lapse of time to be under German mian- 
agement.”’ 

The last observation is especially acute, 
bringing out.Jtaly’s real economic weak- 
ness, her essential unfitness to play the 
game of national economic competition up- 
on which she was so intent. It also indi- 
cates the orientation to which she is inevi- 
tably-disposed by her persistent rivalry with 
France. 

Japanese economic policy at Paris pre- 
sents a curious contradiction — due un- 
doubtedly to her distance from Europe and 
to her political security. Like Great Britain 
and Italy, Japan is dependent in the matter 
of raw materials. She has a rapidly increas- 
ing population and, therefore, an expanding 
industry—and finally, she has growing 
world commercial interests; but the reaction 
of Japan to these conditions, instead of be- 


ing towafd more economic co-operation was | 
“rather in the direction of more and nar- 


rower economic imperialism. She appar- 
ently saw a better chance for securing the 
economic advantages she required by old 
politico-diplomatic methods than by the new 
and more difficult co-operative projects. 


rand as Franee’s economic self-depenence 
gave her a false imperviousness to the 
general economic reconsruction of the 
world, so the aloofness of Japan and the 
temporary disorganization of Europe 
seemed to warrant Japan in playing a lone 
hand—devoting herself to a policy of pure 
economic individualism. But this policy, 
even more than in the case of France, was 
based upon a false calculation, for Japan is 
in reality largely dependent upon foreign 
markets and peaceful and co-operative for- 
eign relationships, as was proved to her 
sorrow in the breaking of the silk mar- 
ket in 1920. But, unsound or not, the eco- 
nomic policy. pursued by the Japanese dele- 
gation at Paris was that of the lone hand. 
Here, as in political and military matters, 
She seemed to shape her course on the 
Prussian model. 

The economic policy of the smaller allies, 
like their political. program, was modeled 
after the worst examples set by the great 
powers. Although all were economically 
prostrate, and although their recovery and 
future prosperity depended most intimately 
upon the repair of the general. Earopean 
system, they were all most ardent advo- 
¢ates of national economic individualism. 
This was strikingly true of the new and en- 
larged states of central and eastern Europe. 
Although largely made up of fragments of 
the Hapsburg empire, which had lately 
formed an economic unit by virtue of geo- 
graphic conditions and hoary political tra- 
dition, they resisted violently all attempts 
to mitigate the harmful effects of the ab- 
rupt severing of these ties, whether with 
the remnants of Austria and Hungary or 
with each other. Intensely jealous of their 
newly won national existence or increases 
in power, they insisted upon their full li- 
cense to exercise all the attributes of na- 
tional sovereignty. They aimed to begin 


at once the consolidation of new national 


unities by the imposition of an economic 
unification in total disregard of local and 
general interests. They hugged to their 
breasts all the implications of their ‘‘Bal- 
kanization” and eagerly applied themselves 
to crisscrossing Europe with a new maze 
of customs and transit barriers as with lines 
of trenches and barbed wire. 

The Belgians were equally obdurate. In 
the league of nations commission, “Mr. 


Hymans claimed the liberty for all to make 
: seeaese re , ca 
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commercial agreements, and claimed also 
special economic treatment in the future 
for countries who had suffered devasta- 
tion by the Germans,” (Feb. 13.) It is 
noteworthy, teo, that in the question of 
the Scheldt, Belgium sought, not absolute 
freedom of use for all, but complete con- 
trol. The French, naturally, encouraged the 
small allies in maintaining this point of 
view. It was their own, ard it fitted in 
with. their plan -of buifding: up a continen- 
tal coalition of satellite states, economic as 
well as military vassals, bound to her and 
opposed to Germany. 


MMEDIATE remedies were sought by 

giving the relief administration large 
powers in the control of transportation. 
But impediments still remained. On May 
9 Hoover reported that, while Austria was 
being fed with imported foodstuffs, “‘there 
was actually a surplus of food in the adja- 
cent Banat gor which there were sufficient 
commodities in Austro-Hungary to provide 


payment. The Serbs, however, were refus- 
ing to allow the export of this food.”’ 

As for the dread of bolshevism, the small 
States regarded this as one of their strong- 


est claims on the greater allies. They were 


forever clamoring: “Give us food, cloth- 
ing, money, arms, munitions, supplies of 
every kind, grant us all our territorial de- 
mands, or we go bolshevist!”’ 

The callousness of the small states to- 
ward the difficulties of the Relief adminis- 
tration was matched by an indifference to 
considerations affecting the financial situ- 
ation. No initiative devolved upor the 
small powers:.in regard to comprehensive 
schemes of financial rehabilitation; but they 
did incur..a certain responsibility for the 
effects of their financial polices upon gen- 
eral conditions. This was especially the 
case with the heirs of the Hapsburg em- 
pire. A whole system of national credit 
and currency was shattered; measures were 
called for at least to ease the shock of 
transition to a number of new units. But 
this duty the succession states obstinately 
refused to recognize. Even an appeal from 
the Council of Ten that they should pay 
the March coupons on the Austrian debt, 
in order to spare the financial world the 
impression of imminent bankruptcy, was 
rebuffed. Incorrigibly divided by hatreds, 
each fearful of having to make some sacri- 
fice, they refused to co-operate. 

Every problem at Paris, pursued with nar- 
row nationalistic objectives, whether eco- 
nomic or political, led thus into blind alleys 
from which there was no escape. At every 
turn some new, broad, far-seeing principle 
of co-operative settlement was shown to be 
an absolute necessity—but except for Presi- 
dent Wilson’s program for a league of na- 
tions and certain proposals of British lib- 
erals for new economic arrangements none 
Such existed, and none had any honest or 
genuine support. Military disarmament, 
for example, called for a substitute system 
of settling international disputes—like a 
league of nations—backed up by guaran- 
tees adequate to assure the safety of the 
states which committed themselves to it. 
Similarly cessation of economic conflict 
called for economic co-operation on a 
large and fruitful scale. With neither of 
these objects attained; the result is doubly 
vicious. Economic conflict passes over in- 
to war. It is inevitable that the contest for 
control by each nation of all the economic 
resources and facilities desirable for its de- 
velopment should be followed up by armed 
forces. Such was the result in eastern 
Europe; such is in large measure the ex- 
planation of the struggles over Teschen and 
eastern Galicia, and of the many local con- 
flicts that plagued the deliberations of the 
peace conference, redoubling the economic 
anarchy already existing in these regions, 
and such will be the outcome among the 
great nations, once they recover from 
their ~ present exhaustion—unless new, 
broader co-operative methods are firmly in- 
troduced. 

One need hardly attempt to sum up the 
economic policy of the smail states at Paris. 
it had no constructive aspect. It was pure- 
ly anarchic and tended only to further dis- 
integration and the complete breakdown of 
production and exchange,

“Once we were started, we went back 
to the brief case. She said her habit of 
carryimg her money home every night 
wasn’t just plain foolishness, as Jim Brad- 
dock thought it was—though perhaps it 
was worse, a sort of superstition with her, 

dating back to an ex- 
perience she had had 
almost at the begin- 
ning of her business 
career.

Mix together half a teaspoon of salt, a 
quarter of a teaspoon of white pepper, six 
tablespoons olive oil and when well mixed 
add three tablespoons vinegar or lemon 
juice. Beat all together until an emulsion 
is formed. Add to this an eighth of a 
pound of roquefort cheese crushed fine and 
a little chopped pimento. Serve on let- 
tuce.

Dissolve one tablespoon gelatine in half 
a cup of hot water. Stir into this the 
beaten whites of four eggs. Add one cup 
of sugar and half a cup of cold water. Beat 
for one minute.. Divide this mixture into 
three or four parts, flavoring each mixture 
differently and coloring each differenily 
with fruit coloring. Let this stand until it 
is stiffened so that the mixture will not run. 
Dust a loaf cake pan with powdered sugar. 
Put in one color, sprinkle with chopped wal- 
nuts, then in turn put in other colors with 
chopped nuts between each layer.

Six large potatoes, two eggs, whites, well 
beaten; one teaspoon butter, one and a half 
teaspoon salt, half teaspoon pepper, cheese, 
one-third cup milk. 

Rub potatoes over with melted butter, 
then bake until thoroughly done. Cut in 
halves lengthwise, scoop out potatoes and 
mash till all the lumps are out. Beat in the 
butter, milk and seasoning and when fluffy 
add the egg whites. Then re-fill the potato 
Shells, smooth and place on top of each a 
thin slice of Amertean cheese. Return to 
oven to brown for about ten minutes and 
serve at once. 


A Fall Salad. 


Scald and peel six smooth tomatoes, take 
a thick slice from the stem end and scoop 
out as much as possible of the inside, leav- 
ing them bowl shape and rather shallow. 
Drain and chill. Peel and boil until slight- 
ly tender one pint of white button onions, 
such as are used for pickling. Chill these. 
At serving time set the tomatoes on lettuce 
or some other green Salad and fill each one 
heaping full of the little white onions. Put 
on each a generous tablespoon of French 
dressing and sprinkle with chopped parsley.

Wash Feather Pillows ‘: 


HESE hot, sunny days are just right 

to wash the pillows, which may be ac- 
complished in the following way: Boil fif- 
teen minutes in a boilerful of water soft- 
ened with one-third cup borax and one 
tablespoon ammonia (use neither soap nor 
soda). Lift out with a stick, lay on the 


washboard and scrub the tick with a stiff 
brush dipped in heavy suds. Rinse in two 
waters, squeeze as dry as possible, shake 
vigorously and pin to a line in the shade. 
Shake and turn end for end several ‘times 
daily. Bring in before the dew falls. It 
may take several days to dry thoroughly. 
When thoroughly dry cover with cases of 
unbleached cotton, made so they may be 
removed and laundered. (Note—A washing 
machine of the vacuum cup type is ideal 
for washing pillows.) 
To Remove Compound Stains. 


It often happens that a stain is produce: 
by a mixture of two or more ingredients, 
each of which may demand separate treat- 
ment. Coffee and cream, for example, 
Should be treated first as for grease, which 
is “set” by boiling water, and afterwards, 
if necessary, for cdffee. Ice cream soda 
Stains are composed of cream, fruit acid 
and sugar and should be treated first with 
a grease solvent and then with boiling 
water as for sugar and fruit juice. In case 
the acids have turned the color of the 
fabric, the treatment recommended for 


acid stains may then be applied. Other 
compound stains can be analyzed and 
treated in similar fashion. 


Acid Stains to Remove. 


When the color of a fabric has been 
changed by an acid, such as lemon juice 
or vinegar the original color often can be 
restored by sponging with ammonia and 
water and then chloroform.

The Kind of Milk ; 


That Is Best 
For Baby 


1RS SMITH was having a mild ar- 
gument with Mrs. Jones. 

Mrs. Smith had raised her four 
children on raw milk, and she 
firmly believed that the only ‘rea- 
son why they had growm up-to be 

average sized, healthy boys and girls was 
because their milk had been raw, never Pas- 
teurized nor boiled. 


Mrs. Jones had been as careful to see that - 


no milk ever passed the lips of her three 
darlings that was raw. If she couldn’t get 
Pasteurized milk she had the raw milk boil- 
ed, and she firmly believed that the only 
reason that they had escaped _ infantile 
paralysis, scarlet fever, dyptheria, spinal 
meningitis and a host of other ills, was be- 
cause they had never imbibed raw milk. 

No wonder that Mrs. Brown, mother of a 
6-months babe, was confused. She asked 
other mothers of her acquaintance and she 
discovered that about half of them were 
strongly in favor of raw milk, quoted doc- 
tors and nurses, and the other half were 
enthusiastic champions of Pasteurized milk, 
also quoting authorities that sounded. con- 
vineing. 


Bae subject really is rather confusing. 
At least until you get at the facts in the 
case. As one authority says: “Fresh, 
clean, raw cow’s milk is the ideal form of 
artificial food for the human infant.” But 
perfectly fresh, perfectly clean raw milk is 
difficult to obtain. To quote a bulletin put 
out by the children’s bureau of the United 
States department of labor: “In our large 
cities—where milk has to be furnished to 
thousands of infgnts, where it has to be 
supplied from a large number of small and 
large dairies so that adequate inspection is 
difficult, and where it must be transported 
long distances and kept for a long time— 
ordinary raw milk is not a safe food for in- 
fants.”’ 

A recent bulletin from the department of 
agriculture points out the fact that ‘“‘the 
practice of Pasteurizing milk is growing 
rapidly in the cities of this country. Milk 
dealers know that milk so treated keeps bet- 
ter and satisfies customers, and that it pre- 
vents outbreaks of disease which might cast 
discredit on their product and injure their 
business.” 

S° here is a good rule for Mrs. Brown: 

If you can get milk direct from the farm 
and know that it is very fresh, and perfectly 
clean, or if you can afford certified milk of 
the best quality, give your children raw 
milk. Your doctor will probably recom- 
mend it for your baby in infancy, and if you 
can afford it, give.it to your older children. 
But if you cannot make sure of the supply 
—then by all means give them Pasteurized 
milk. Certain’ baby specialists, granting 
that raw milk is somewhat richer in certain 
vitamines, say that any baby can thrive on 
Pasteurized milk perfectly providing he has 
his daily dose of orange juice. And now, 
you know, doctors are recommending a lit- 
tle strained tomato juice for babies whose 
mothers cannot afford the luxury of orange 
in and out of season.

Saving Containers 


‘BP ecscugee boxes of all sizes, if saved 

with the oil-paper lining, make excel- 
lent lunch boxes for school children. All 
sorts of paper bags may be saved for put- 
ting food away—a head of lettuce, some 
spinach, or any sort of greens if put in a 
paper bag in your cold closet or refrigera- 
tor will keep fresh and crisp. 

If you put rolls in a paper bag and then 
close it securely, before putting them in 
the oven to heat, they do not dry out. 

Paper bags kept in a convenient place 
beside the kitchen sink are useful contain- 
ers for the refuse in the sink strainer. 

Large cereal boxes also may be saved for 
the purpose of putting refuse in. At the 
end of the day these boxes or bags may be 
carried to the big can. 

Many sorts of spices come in sifted-top 
cans which may be washed and thoroughly 
dried and saved. One such can may be 
used to keep cinnamon mixed with sugar 
ior use On cinnamon toast, pancakes and for 
tiavoring baked apples and apple sauce.

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ON’T think that when you say jade 
you mean a certain lovely shade 
of green Or at least don’t think 
everybody will know you mean 
green. 

For at present the smartest 
thing in jade is not green— it is white. 

The stone we call jade, you know, runs 
from pure white to pure green, and goes 
through a green many stages of combina- 
tion of these two colors. And at the pres- 
ent time it is the pure white jade that is the 
smart thing. We still like green jade, and 
many of us wear it. Indeed, it is such a 
lovely color that once knowing it, it is 
difficult to give it up. But just now the 
smart thing to wear is white jade. 

Jade, of course, comes to us from China, 
where for ages and ages it has been a de- 
sirable stone. But it is an interesting thing 
that the name jade comes from a Spanish 
word, which in turn comes from the Latin— 
a word meaning side. Jade was used in 
Rome, and in Rome it was supposed to have 
some medicine qualities. If worn, it was 
Said to cure a pain in thé side. Hence its 
name. 

Indeed, jade has been found in Mexican 
ruins of ancient civilizations, and it has 
been found in the remains of the lake- 
d vellers’ houses in Switzerland. 

But it was in China where it was prized 
and cherished throughout the ages, and it 
is therefore from China that our present 
craze for it has come. 

As to the white jade, it is cut in about 
the same way as the green jade. It is made 
into earrings and pendants and necklaces 
and plaques. Only it is especially to be de- 
sired as it is purely white. 


The Painted Wall 


NCE you might have felt a distinct 

prejudice against finishing the wall of 
your living room or dining room with a 
coat of oil-mixed paint. 
have seemed essential. But paints have 
changed and taste has changed. 


The fact is that the suites in many of the 
very finest hotels recently built have their 
walls finished wih a flat-toned oil paint, 
usually in a cream or gray, and with most 
decorative schemes nowadays a plain wall 
surface is most desirable. 


There are many sorts of water-mixed 
paint, too, that are useful in certain rooms, 
but should never be used on a hall, bath- 
room, kitchen or any room that has very 
much wear. They are so easily water spot- 
ted and cannot be patched up without wash- 
ing off an entire wall and painting that wall 
all over. Then, too, there is always the 
danger of putting the water paint on at a 
little different consistency so that the re-

Board for the Children--- 
| Fad for the Nursery Tables 


HE mother of today recognizes the 
limitations of childhood and does 
not expect the child of two or 
three or four to sit at table with 
its elders conforming perfectly to 
the rules of table etiquette laid 
down by an adult world for 

adults. More and more mothers are 
recognizing the difficulty that confronts 
a child in eating at an adult table, 
legs dangling from a perilously high chair, 
or from the hazardous height of an ordinary 
chair topped by a dictionary or so and the 
telephone book. If the seat is not high 
then there is the other more trying propo- 
sition of having to eat with chin on the 
level of the table, with the necessity of 
raising arms and shoulder high to manage 
spoon or fork.

At 5 in the evening he 
preached again, this time to between seven 
to eight thousand. The foundry cost be- 
tween $500 and $600, but heavy repairs 
to the “vast, uncouth mass of ruins’ raised 
the cost to some $4,000. Noi much more 
than half of this had been raised in the first 
three years of Wesley’s ministry here. The 
chapel seated about 1,500 and the sexes 
were separated. A band room in the rear 
was used for classes. There was another 
building for a school and another part of 
the premises was given up to Wesley’s 
book room. And this modest beginning of 
the great Methodist publishing house occu- 
pied a site which is only a few yards from 
its present home in the City Road. 


We lived at the foundry and held 
his first conference there in 1744. It 
had ten members. Por fifty years the foun- 
dry remained the center of Methodism and 
it deserves a big place in the history of the 
eighteenth century. Here Wesley started 
a free dispensary and a free loan society and 
what he described as the poorhouse. ‘‘We 
have now (1748) nine widows, two poor 
children and two upper servants, with a 
maid and a man. 1 might add four or five 
preachers; for | myself, as well as the other 
preachers who are in town, diet with the 
poor, on the same food, and at the same 
table; and we rejoice herein, as a comfort- 
able earnest of our eating bread together in 
our Father’s kingdom.” In the foundry 
scuool about sixty children were taught, 
most of them for nothing, and they were 
clothed as well. 

And the foundry will always be sacred to 
Methodism for another reason, for here in 
1742 Susanna Wesley died at the age of 73. 
One more note about the foundry, which is 
full of interest. Before he left it Wesley 
drew up proposals for The Arminian Maga- 
zine, which has lived to be one of the two 
oldest religious periodicals in the world. 
Relics of the foundry are still to be found. 
The pulpit stands in the dining hall at Rich- 
mond college and three pewter collection 
plates are in the Wesley house museum, 
while in Wesley’s chapel are some of the 
forms on which the early Methodists sat.

It is especially worthy of note that this 
Gospel, written by a highly educated man— 
a musician, a painter, a poet, and learned 
also in his profession of medicine—gives us 
a minute accoun‘ of the virgin birth of 
Christ and exalts childhood and woman- 
hood.

An 
angel of the Lord—Gabriel, one of the two 
angels mentioned by name in the Bible— 
appeared unto Zacharias. Gabriel has been 
described as the messenger of ‘mercy— 
Michael as the messenger of wrath. 

Zacharias and his wife Elizabeth had de- 
sired a son, not only as children are desired 
today, but because the Messiah was looked 
for. 

Those who were devout and godly enter- 
tained the hope that this alone expected 
Messiah might come through their family 
line. Each child continued the line and, 
thereafter, made the blessing possible. Zach- 
arias was overjoyed at the information given 
him by the angel. The description of the 
promised son was all that could be desired.

Zacharias and his wife were so advanced 
in years that he could hardly believe the 
promise real. ‘“Whereby shall 1 know 
this?” he inquired. 

Gabriel, after declaring his name and 
rank and the purpose of his visit—‘“‘to shew 
thee these glad tidings’’—answered: 

“Behold, thou shalt be dumb, and not able 
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to speak, until the day that these things 
shall be performed.” 


This was the penalty imposed upon Zach- 
arias for his lack of faith; he went out 
speechless, making signs to the people who 
had wondered at his prolonged stay in the 
temple. He could not speak again until the 
child was born, when he announced the 
name John, given by the angel. 


HIS was the beginning of a new dispen- 
sation. The messenger who was to pre- 
pare the way and call the people to repen- 
tance had something of the rugged character 
of Elijah. His was not the pleasant task of 
intimate association and quiet work; his 
duty was to call the world to repentance— 
to startle the Children of Irael with the an- 
nouncement that the day for which they 
waited was at hand. 
Two thoughts suggest themselves: first, 
God calls His messengers and prepares them 
for His work. 


As the Holy Ghost was in John from his 
mother’s womb, so when God needs an 
agent to do His work he fills him with the 
purpose necessary for the task. We find in 
this conclusive proof that man has in him, 
not the blood of the brute, but the breath 
of the Almighty. 

Martyr blood has been necessary to civili- 


zation; history turns on the uncompromis- 
ing characters to whom truth is rewealed. 
What though they pay for their courage 
with their lives? Life is of little worth if it 
must be purchased by the suppression of a 
profound conviction. 

And the child called to a great work 
needs a home environment to prepare it for 
its task. 

There were many homes in Israel to 
which a John the Baptist might have been 
born, but there was no home that had been 
more purified by piety or in which a man 
with a vision of God could find mere con- 
genial companionship. 

John inherited traits that aided him in 
his work and was brought up in a sympa- 
thetic enviornment. The prophetic spark 
which glowed within his heart was fed by 
the faith of his parents while they lived. 

The estimates of the world are superfi- 
cial. We are prone to measure people by 
the influence which they seem to exert in 
business, in society and in politics. God's 
records are more trustworthy. A father or 
mother unknown to fame may, in the final 
account, have credit for training a world- 
child, one to whom mankind becomes a 
debtor. 

A few years ago the English edition of 
the Review of Reviews told of an incident 
in a prayer meeting. A little girl arose and 
with trembling voice said: 

“if no on else will speak, | must 
that I love the Lord Jesus with all 
heart.’ 

Her words touched those who heard her 
and one after another added their testi- 
mony. From that prayer meeting went out 
an influence that spread all over Wales and 
resulted in the conversation of tens of 
thousands. Back of the little girl was a 
mother or a father or both who spoke 
through the child to succeeding generations. 
Who can measure such service? 


Ne visible Gabriel stands by the aliar to- 
day; no audible voice announces God's 
plans; but out of families innumerable have 
come the children of prayer. Fathers have 
seen in their children answers to supplica- 
tions; mothers have welcomed them as chil- 
dren born for a purpose. Such children 
have from youth been dedicated to God and 
trained for service, often undefined but 
none the less expected. 

There is no new Saviour to be announced, 
for Christ is the final word in salvation, but 
much must yet be done before the teachings 
of Christ are fully applied for the regener- 
ation of the world. Any home, however 
humble, may become a nursery of one of 
God’s ambassadors, but it must be 2 home 
that furnishes a fitting environment—such 
as the home which Zacharias and Elizabeth 
provided for John the Baptist.
